Is it Peace? 


No one who looks ahead and clears his mind of prejudice can pre- 
tend toa feeling of happiness at the terms of the Peace Treaty to be 
imposed on Germany and her Allies. In this matter, the world has only 
one purpose. It must make peace secure in the future, on a basis of 
national liberty. That, and that alone, must be the guiding principle and 
the supreme test. Nothing else counts. Beside it all other considera- 
tions—revenge, money, territory—are as but dust in the balance. Not 
all the satisfaction that can be derived from the humbling of an enemy, 
whose wicked pride has wrought such untellable evil, not all the indem- 
nities and soil in the world, could compensate humanity for such a horror 
as another war, with all its aggravated barbarities. The greatest enemy 
mankind, in imagination, could picture would be the man who deliber- 
ately sowed the seeds of another struggle, just as the most fatuons and 
monumental of all blunderers would be the politician who unwittingly 
prepared future wars in the name of present peace. Judged 
by this vital criterion, we cannot be aught but disturbed at the 
position as the Peace Proposals leave it. Casuists may know how 
to square them with the Wilson programme. But only a 
person wilfully blind could see in spirit which 
informed and animated the Wilson principles. We have no sympathy 
whatsoever with the Germans, and we do not forget the vileness for 
which they are responsible to God and man, and which on their behalf has 
made the last few years an epoch of Hell upon Earth. But we do care 
for the generation that is growing up, and for the ideals that alone make 
life worth the living. And it is because we care for these things that we 
look with anxiety at the proceedings in Paris. 


The World’s One Hope. 


THESE proceedings are in painful discord with the idealistic utter- 
ances that thrilled us when they were spoken in Washington. There is in 
them little of the passion for brotherhood and the building of a new 
and better world. There is in the proposed new boundaries no 
suficient promise of permanence, and in the monetary proposals of the 
Treaty, with their virtual enslavement of Germany, poor hope 
of reconciliation. We are told to think of the terms which Germany 
would have imposed had she conquered. But why should the 
Allies, who are concerned for human right, follow the supposititious 
example of German militarism? There will be little consolation for the 
Europe of to-morrow, groaning under renewed burdens, to reflect that 
this was the fate which Germany too would have ordained if she had 
been the victor and not the vanquished, What the world needs is surely 
a surcease of arms and anxiety rather than the knowledge that it has 
emulated or bettered the evil German intention. It is not in 
such a spirit that bitterness can be wiped out, and we fear that not the 
least disquieting proof that that is so is to be found in the new Alliance 
which has been created to protect the French nation. One 
Alliance breeds another, and the world, at the end of four years of agony, 
May soon find itself back to the vicious group system of international 
relations, and the discredited old method of the Balance of Power. 
Thatis assuredly not what all the matchless heroism of our youth was 
expended for, or all their suffering endured. There remains, in the 
uocharted waters upon which the nations are about to set forth, one only 
Protection—the League of Nations. Upon the spirit that alone can 
Osure such a League rests now the only hope of the, World. The wisest 
among us are surely those who would bring all nations—not excluding 
Our former enemies—within its pale at the earliest possible moment, and 
fortify its power at every point and on every opportunity. 


Zionism and its Opponents. 


Ir the speech of Dr. WEIZMANN was the outstanding event of the 
Conference of the English Zionist Federation, a clear note of concern, 
if not anxiety, was the most conspicuous feature of that address, The 
delays that have occurred at Paris have given intrigue its chance, and 
intrigue has done, and is doiog, its utmost. The opposition that has 
gathered so much courage and persistence is partly non-Jewish—that we 
might have expected, and we are not disconcerted by it. But much of 
it—and that perhaps the most insistent and embittered—is Jewish. The 
Christian friends of the Zionist cause have had to contend with the nerve 
racking antagonism of Jews, carried on in secret, and behind the scenes, 
and with a determination which, dedicated to a better purpose, might 
have brought untold blessing. It is nothing new, alas, in the history of 
our people. Israel has always been its own worst enemy, and no blow 
has stung like the self-inflicted blow of our own race. But the non-Jewish 
onlooker and helper can almost be excused if he recoils bewildered from 
this strange and tragic spectacle. We can only hope that Dr. WEIZMANN 
will not in the least be influenced by it, but will pursue his appointed path 
with his eyes fixed resolutely on the goal. After all, the very energy 
which his opponents are importing into the struggle is a tribute to the 
progress he has made. Moreover, he knows that he has behind him the 
driving power of popular sympathy, and, above all, the solemn assevera- 


tions of the British Empire... Neither will fail him in the contest that still 
lies to be won. 


Jews in the Ukraine. 


AN exceedingly interesting interview with Dr. ARNOLD MARGOLINE, 
a distinguished coreligionist, who is one of the delegates of the Ukraine 
at the Peace Conference, will be found in the present issue. He is 
described as a legal specialist in pogroms, of which, unhappily, the Jew 
has a monopoly. Dr. MARGOLINe has had a very distinguished 
career, and has borne no mean part in the evolution of the Ukraine 
State. Despite this fact, and the honours conferred on other Ukrainian 
Jews, grave outbreaks have occurred in that newly founded Republic. In 
February and March last, according to Dr. MARGOLINE, thousands of Jews 
were killed. It is difficult for us here to realise the nameless 
horrors summarised in that simple statement of fact, or to have patience 
with the Powers under whose eyes such wholesale barbarities are per- 
petrated. We shall never know the sum total of Jewish civilian lives 
lost since the opening days of the war. We can but have a vague feeling 
that as the armies have killed their thousands, so have the pogromists. 
Some day the story of this long-drawn Jewish horror will be written, 
But Jews need not wait till then to realise all that an enduring world. 
peace means for their afflicted race. Nor need they display any 
excessive timidity in demanding of the world a meed of justice for 
a people thus foully wronged. One point-in the interview referred to, 
however, deserves to be specially emphasised. Dr. MARGOLINE, like all 
real authorities on the matter, reduces the Jewish active participation 
in the Bolshevist movement to a very small affair indeed—an affair of a 
few energetic men. We commend his remarks, on this point in particular, 
to the Morning Post and the ten” British ” Jews who recently addressed a 
letter to its columns. 


The Edinburgh Fund. 


Mr. MISSIONARY LEON LEVISON has at last given some accounts of 
the Jewish, Funds organised by himself ard his missionary friends. The 
accounts, as they stand (some details of which, extracted from the columns 
of the Jewish World, will be found elsewhere) reveal the highly unsatis- 
factory fact—to use no stronger adjective—that thirty or forty per cent, 
of tbe monies gathered in went in expenses. Mr. LEVISON endeavours 
to parry this point by juggling with the Russian rate of exchange. By 
passing the fall in the rouble, involving some /14,000, to the revenue 
side, he contrives to diminish the proportion of expenses to receipts, 
No wonder that our contemporary, Truth, dismisses this performance 
as an “ ingenious dodge,” though we are afraid it is good enough for the 
simple souls who smile on conversionist organisations—and draw cheques 
in their favour. Truth denounces the handling of the funds as an 
‘* outrageous piece of charity maladministration,” and expresses the hope 
that “it will be the last time that any. of these gentlemen busy themselves 
in work for which they have proved themselves so hopelessly incom- 
petent.” It is not pleasant to contemplate the fact that at one point in 
the.career of this charity-mongering, the Edinburgh Fund found itself 
in Entente with leading men in our Community who became patrons of 
Mr. Levison’s efforts. But it is gratifying to know that the connection 
was temporary, almost momentary, and the latest revelations of Mr, 
LEVISON'S ways make us the more grateful for that fact.

A Reply to the Rev. Morris Joseph. 


[To THe Epiror.] 


Sir,—The Rev. Morris Joseph, towards the end of his letter which 
appeared in the last issue of the Jewish CHRONICLE, asks why I 


ventured to deal with Bolshevism in relation to Judaism, and why I did not © 


leave the matter severely alone.” Perhaps I might well answer his question 
iy the characteristically Jewish manner of asking another—why not? 
Bolshevism affects a considerable population of the civilised world and 
particularly a portion of Europe, which is the most thickly inhabited of 
any part of the earth by our people. Mr. Joseph resents my having dealt 
with the subject, because it is obviously one about which strong differ- 
ences of opinion prevail, and is hence to that extent disturbing. But I 
will not believe that this worthy Minister follows his own dictum by 
lying down in the green pastures of amiable banalities and leading his 
congregation beside the still waters of conventional truths. I will not 
believe it because, if that were so and his practice were general with the 
Jewish pulpit, it would be a simple matter to account for the relation of 
the pulpit to the synagogue and of the synagogue to Anglo-Jewry. How 
Mr. Joseph can demur to a subject which affects millions of our core- 
ligionists, being discussed in a Jewish paper, passes my comprehension. 

But credit where credit is due: the kettle began it! 1 am afraid that 
Mr. Joseph has not done me the honour of reading carefully the whole 
of the contribution to a portion of which his letter isa reply. Otherwise, 
he would have observed that I had already explained that I was directed 
to the subject by what I considered to be a most unfortunate and 
dangerous deliverance by Major Lionel de Rothschild. 1 dealt so 
extensively with this point, that Mr. Joseph must excuse me for not 
repeating myself here, 

What Mr. Joseph sets out to disprove isthe assertion I made, in order 
partially to account for the attraction of a number of our people to the 
Bolshevist ranks in Eastern Europe, that “ the ideals of Bolshevism at 
many points are consonant with the finest ideals of Judaism, some of 
which went to form the basis of the best teachings of the Founder of 
Christianity.” 

Now, when I wrote that, 1 meant what I wrote—no more and no less. 
I meant it exactly in the ordinary, common meaning of the words and 
pot as they might or could be interpreted by prejudice, hate or fear. 
\Vhen I wrote “the ideals of Bolshevism,” 1 did not mean the methods 
whereby Bolshevists propose to attain their ideals, nor did I refer 
to the means whereby they are putting their methods into practical 


operation. I said their ideals and I meant their ideals. 1 must 
pin Mr. Joseph down to “ideals,” not only because I meant 
nothing else but because he, in his letter, appears—and it is 


strange, very strange, in his case—to have the haziest notions of 
what ideals really are, when distinguished from either means or methods. 
Anyone reading Mr. Joseph's letter, who had not previously read the con- 
trbution which be impugas, would think that 1 had said that not alone the 
ideals of Bolshevism, but the methods adopted by Bolshevists and the 
means for carrying their methods into practice, were consonant with 
Judaism, OF course, I said nothing of the sort. and I do not in the least 
feel called upon to answer anything that Mr. Joseph cares to read into 
my words. I did not say, for instance, that Judaism and Bolshevism 
are organically connected.” Yet that is one of the opinions Mr. Joseph 
quite gratuitously attributes to me, 

But to’ do him justice, it seems to me that Mr. Joseph has got into 
the dialectical dilemma in which ia his letter he reveals himself, because 
he, on considering the matter, has come to perceive the difficulty into which 
be was led by the original pronouncement in his sermon to which I 
called attention in this column. For this usually clear and concise 
speaker and writer wobbles about in his letter between ideals and 
practices, between ideals and the steps taken torealise them. “ You cannot 
dissociate the aims of Bolshevists from their practices,” he says. “ The 
ideal they cherish is explained and made c'ear by the steps they take to 
realise it.” Is Mr. Joseph prepared to apply as a principle that remark- 
able dictum to all ideals and to all happenings in furtherance of them? 
Surely, merely to suggest it is to see into what an awkward pass his 
assertion, if pursued to its logical application, must lead him. 

it was on the first day of Passover when from the pulpit he 


denounced the words I had written. Well, the ideal which 
animated Moses in demanding freedom for our people was, 
of course, the Heaven-ordained purpose whereby the Hebrews 


were to carry to the ends of the earth a true knowledge of God, 
were to rid the world of idolatory and of the abominable practices 
associated with it, as well as the demoralising implications of idolatrous 
beliefs. The method for attaining that ideal which was devised was the 
release of the Hebrews from Egyptian slavery, and the transplanting of 
them from a condition of bondage to one of national freedom, But the 
ficans whereby the method was subserved were as cruel, as harsh as any 
éven Mr. Joseph would charge upon Bolshevism. Yet he, ia common with all 
our people, accepts the ideal of the Exodus, and so commends the methods 
and gloats over the means. The plagues which were sent upoa Egypt 
and which were necessary to humble the hard heart of a Pharaob, involved 
torture the most exquisite in a,gradation of horrors that culminated with 
the doing to death of the firstborn of every family. Does Mr. Joseph 
then think that the whole drama of the release of our people from Egypt, 
because it involved “ hatred and strife" and rended the social organism 
of Egypt in twain, was inconsistent with the ideals of Judaism? 
Does he not rather, from time to time, join in the pean of praise 
Wich tradition assigns to the manumitted slaves, as they per- 
ceived their erstwhile oppressors perishing in the Red Sea? Mr. 
Joseph in that case sees that the Exodus, notwithstanding all the ghastly 
details of the means whereby the methods devise or attaining the ideals 
which animated it were accomplished, is fully cousistent with Judaism. 
The ideal commends itself to Mr. Joseph, and, therefore, quite reasonably 
concurs with the methods and says nothing against the means, 


Take another case. In 1914, this country, with its allies, went to war 
in order to rid the world of the unbearable menace of ensiayiu.. militarism. 
The ideal ther+, was, as President Wilson has put it, “to make the world 
safe tor democracy "’—to make it possible for the nations of the wortd to 
live without naving before them the constant dread of a terrible engine of 
destruction that had been placed virtually in the hands of one man, who, 
practically at his own discretion or bidding, could threaten humanity with 
the terrors of war and the possibility of subjagation, if his ambition or his 
whim remained unsatisfied. Mr. Joseph sympathised with that ideal. He 
saw, as I, for my part, never tired of pointing out, that the ideal was 
consonant with the finest ideals of Judaism, some of which went to form 
the basis of the best teachings of the Founder of Christianity. The means 
for attainingthat ideal, the only practical means, were toabase the power of 
Germany’s raler and to crush that country’s military predominance. There- 
fore he, like ni ety-nine out of a hundred of us, consented to the horrors 
and the infamies of War. Because of the ideal, and in deference to the 
necessities of the method, we urged the flower of our youth—our very 
own, our very flesh and blood—to go and subject themselves and to help 
in subjecting the enemy, to the most horrivle violence and cruelty 
conceivable, to all that war must mean with its infinite violence. How, 
then, can Mr. Joseph say, as he does, that you cannot dissociate aims from 
practices, that the ideal is explained and made clear by the steps 
taken to realise it? If the plagues that were placed upon Egypt and the 
wholesale “ Lusitanianing " of Pharaoh and his hosts in the Red Sea had 
been for an aim which was vile, the record of them would have been 
blotted out of our memory. They would not have been kept alive year 
by year by the celebration of the Passover. If the maiming and the 
slaughtering, the filth and the misery undergone by our boys from August, 
1914, up till last November, had been for an evil purpose, for the purpose 
of aggrandisement, forthe purpose of vainglory— well, Mr. Joseph would not 
have deemed its success worthy of being prayed for in his synagogue. 

The real truth is that, precisely contrary to Mr. Joseph's view, the 
ideal of every movement is entirely independent of the methods 
whereby men seek to attain it and the means they adopt for putting the 
methods into practice. There is no reason in the world then, except 
blind prejudice or silly stupid ignorance, or because hke this present 
writer we cordially distrust the methods and abomiuate the means, why 
the same principle should not be applied t» Bolshevism. Thus I join 
issue with Mr. Joseph, when he refuses to differentiate between the ideals 
of Bolshevism, the methods by which Bolshevists would attain them, and 
the means whereby Bolshevists are putting those methods into practice. 

sefore, however, I refer to the ideals of Bolshevism, I should like to say 
with what surprise I notice that Mr. Joseph bases himself for his conception 
of the movement entirely upon what he tells us are two quotations from the 
words of Boishevist leaders. He gives us no sort of references to these 
quotations, and I know, by a recent experience, how easy itis for malignant 
misinterpreters and unconscionable perverters to wrench words from their 
context and to present them as indicating the very opposite to that 
which the writer meant them toconvey, The quotation which he gives from 
the article in the Ninetcenth Century by Dr. William Barry, however, 
confirms everything I said myself in reterence to the menace of 
Bolshevism and its value as an indication of social disease. Is Mr. 
Joseph really -erious when he wishes us to accept as means for estimat- 
ing and judging a great world-rocking movement, two or three haphazard 
sentences without the context to them, without our knowing the circum- 
stances in which the words were spoken, or, indeed, being sure whether they 
were uttered at all? His judgment of the leaders of the Russian Revolution 
as madmen fit for Broadmoor, as .blood-lustful murderers, as muddle- 
headed scoundrel<, reminds me of some words concerning another leader of 
Revolution which all sensible people should take to heart. They were 
written by Lord Morley. 

‘The figure of Cromwell,” he observes, “has emerged from the floating 
mists of time in many varied semblances, from blood-stained and hypocritical 
usurper up to transcendental hero and the liberator of mankind.” 

“To Clarendon,” proceeds Lord Morley, “Cromwell was arebel anda tyrant, 
the creature of personal ambition, using religion for a mask of selfish and per- 
fidious designs. For several generations the lineaments of Oliver thus port- 
rayed were undisturbed in the mind of Europe. After the conscrvative of the 
seventeenth century came the greater conservative of the eighteenth. Burke, 
who died almost exactly two centuries after Cromwell was born, saw in him 
one of the great bad men of the old stamp, Ike Medici at Florence, like 
Petru ci at Siena, who exercised the power of the Siate by force of character 
and by personal authority.” 

And Lord Morley adds: 

"The reaction has now gone far. Cromwell, we are told by one of the 
most brilliant of living political critics, was aboyt the greatest human force ever 
directed toa moral purpose, and in that sense about the greatest man that ever 
trod the scene of history.” 

And he goes on to say that 
“historic sense forbids us to judge results by motive or real consequences by 
the ideals and intentions of the actor who produced them. The first act of the 
revolutionary play cannot be understood untii the curtain has fallen on the 
fifth. . . Odly time tells all.” 


I should be sorry to pass final judgment, as does Mr. Joseph, upon the 
leaders of the Russian Revolution, whatever may be thought of its 
methods, or of what we are told are its means, by two scraps of alleged 
speeches by Lenin and Trotsky. 

Who, in his senses, I would ask, will accept at their face 
value and without reservation any stories that come from Russia, 
especially in these days? Has Mr. Joseph forgotten the tales that 
reached this country of Russia in times when there was not the interrup- 
tion of direct communication, when there was not the welter of a terrible 
revolution in progress, and when every scrap of news coming from that 
country was not subjected, as now, and quite understandably, to double-dyed 
animus before reaching us. Did Mr. Joseph mever hear of the “ Steam 
Roller” that was going to crush Germany before the end of 1914, and does 
he not know that Russian soldiers were so unequipped for war that if it had 
not been for the almost supernatural bravery of men who stood unarmed, 
save perhaps with sticks and stones, to withstand the German hosts, we 
should all be writing a different story of the result of the Great War? And 
it is those very men, the men who made the Russian Revolution, for whom 
Mr. Joseph wishes no better fate than that reserved for criminal lunatics ! 
Has Mr, Joseph forgotten the wondertul tales of Holy Russia with which Mr. 


Stephen Graham once plied this country—of Holy Russia, when from ead

to end the country was reeking with iniquity, was rotten to the core, 
drugged with the decadent filth of an immoral priest and his 
Imperial disciples and worshippers? If such stories could come out 
of Russia then, is it any wonder that Mr. Austin Harrison in this 
very month's English Review is able to declare that “great lies have 
been systematically fostered about the whole Bolshevik movement?” 
Mr. Joseph appears to forget that Bolshevism is a revolution. How does 
he suppose that a revolution can be made without violence? It cannot, 
any more than can an omelette be made without breaking eggs. “I 
seriously doubt,” says Mr. Harrison, “whether more lives’ have 
been taken by the Bolshevists than were taken in any two years 
under the late Czar's régime.” You cannot judge of the Revolution in 
Russia without recollecting the movement is in Russia and must therefore 
necessarily partake of Russian characteristics and be of a Russian type. 
Listen to this, and from the same article from which I have already quoted. 
Mr. Harrison refers to the revolution that took place in 1905 and of 
the first public meeting of the University in the name of Liberty. He 
says that a more orderly meeting could not be imagined, yet in contrast 
he tells us that (at the same time) 

“every day, on my walks, I saw gangs of prisoners marching through the 
streets—handcuffed and roped together like animals—on their way to the 
prisons. I have seen the Cossacks lashing the people with their whips, Every 
night, men were seized and transported to the mines without trial... . D-"' 
men were cut to ribbons in the police yards—flogging was a recognised thi 

And yet Mr. Joseph is horrified because a revolution against 
devildom is not milk and water, sweet as honey, smooth as the plea 
paths of the pleasure ground within earshot of the synagogue head 
with his ministry !

a game of regal ambition. Without the Russian Revolution Europe would 
have progressed, and though Bolshevism may be an anarchic theory and 

destructive, it must be viewed historically; we must regard it as a phy:

That, it occurs to me, is not very different from the estimate whic 
ventured to put forth, of this Russian movement, in the article which 
Joseph and others have impugned.

Opinions merely upon the strength of two or three disjointed senter 
alleged to be uttered by the leaders of the Revolution. Yet it isupons 
evidence that Mr. Joseph ventures so to condemn the Revolution that 
will not recognise in it anything but base motives and ignoble intentk 
and will not concede the possibility of its having set betore itself an ik 
altogether beyond and apart from the methods and the means of th 
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evil in our social organism. 


responsible for it, He may reject what Mr. Austin Harrison has to Say 
as he has thought well to cast bitter contumely on my words, By; he 
cannot, he dare not, reject the teaching of History. And Lord Mor! 
tells him to be guardful about the current estimate formed of revolutions 
and particularly the motives of those who take partin them and the ideals 
that animate them. 

Mr. Joseph's is indeed a crude and unscientific verdict, and for this 
reason, if for no other—it argues against the workings of nature, to say 
nothing, as I have ventured to show, of the teachings of all History 
Who, knowing anything of popular movements, would believe that men 
animated, as he tells us, and confessing themselves so animated, could 
obtain and hold power of any kind with a democracy that had 
just shown itself strong enough to break the worst tyranny 4, 
modern times? The idea is ridiculous, and for a Jew to hold it 
—one of the world’s great misunderstood people—is, [ mys; 
add, bold to the point of recklessness. Mr. Joseph dimly sees 
the fatuity of such a notion, for he admits—just by the way— 
that “the Bolshevists may have some sort of plan for what they 
are pleased to call the re-organisation of society.” What is this 
“some sort of plan”? It is clear, from his letter, that Mr. Joseph has 
not, in the remotest, given a moment's thought to any such question, 
He asserts that Bolshevism has no ideal worthy the name. But in fF...

great modern efiorts to turn the forces of chirity so as (6 check the sources of 


. . According to our station, we are all 
responsible for the social conditions which create poverty and crime, and it 's 


our duty to establish such relations between the individual and the community 
as will remove the causes of all the evils of society. 


It may be that Mr. Joseph is right when he tells us that the diller- 
ence between the Mosaic institution and what the Bolshevists are doing 
is that the former ordered the return of the land to its owners, 
and the other sanctions the expropriation of the land in favour 
of the proletariat, But I imagine that is merely a point of 
view ; and that the man receiving land would talk of “ return,” while 
the one losing land would natura'ly talk of “ expropriation.” And 
after all may not the true owners of the land of every country be 1's 
proletariat? At least, some of the most saintly souls have taught 50, 
and surely no more high-minded man ever lived than Henry George, who 
devoted his life to preaching the doctrine. If he and those who think as 
he did be right, then the robbery and the grab of land which Mr. Joseph 
so incontinently charges upon Bolshevism would seem to be rightly 
placeable on other shoulders, At least the sacredness of property which 
Mosaism affirms would, if applied in these days, make short shrift with 
the landlord system. When Mr. Joseph tells us that under the Mosaic plan 
the land belonged to God, he is indulging in mere rhetoric, and when be 
says that “the Pentateuchal Code” “ was intendod for social conditions 
long since passed away,” he is, he must not mind my saying, only begging 
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the question. Because true principles are eternal, andalthough it may, in a 
sense, be “robbery” to return to the proletariat land that has got into 

rivate ownership, as is being done by the Bolshevists, their principle of 
communal holding is igentical with that which prevailed under the Jubile 
of the Bible. What Mr. Joseph probably means and did not say 
ig that, in one case, those who acquired land did so in reliance 
upon the system which Bolshevism is breaking down, and in the other, 
those who became private owners of land knew of the fifty years’ limit 
during which they could hold the land, But all this has nothing to do 
with the principle of collective ownership of land which Mosaism clearly 
sanctions, and before we talk of robbery suppose it is really the 
return to the proletariat of what ought never to have been taken 
from them? In such case no real property was vested in the landlords, and 
the “robbery” is merely of the legal sort that is going on every day 
under the most well-ordered governance, where stolen property is 
ordered to be retarned to its owners, even though the one holding it 
purchased it in perfect good faith. 

Be that all, however, as it may, surely there is no gainsaying “ the

“CHOCHMA” IN EXCELSIS. 


WHY THE JEW SHOULD SUBSCRIBE TO THE 
TENETS OF PELMANISM.,

‘“'Chochma"’ is one of those words in the Hebrew vocabulary that prove 
rather difficult of translation into adequate English. To the man in the street 
‘‘Chochma'’ connotes wisdom, pure and simple. That man in the street steers 
no middle course, for one is either gifted with ‘‘ Chochma”’ or is significantly 
classed as being deficient in that most necessary of attributes. 

For the Jewish mind is abhorrent of mediocrity. But ‘‘Chochma'"’ will be 
found to embrace quite a few subsidiary definitions, of which worldiness, 
shrewdness, readiness for emergency are sufficiently illustrative. 


Well, it is averred that we are a people in whom the sirain of 
“Chochma” is strikingly apparent. This must be so, else how account for 
our wondrous emergence from age-long vicissitude? How else account for 
the presence of the Jew in the counsels of the mighty ? 


And yet, is it not a fact that an environment of tolerance and of ease is 
apt to blunt the once-keen edge of our mentality? Think just for a moment, 
and ask yourself if it is not the fact that we are rather less keen than yesteryear 
upon those mental gymnastics in which our young men once did excel 
surpassingly.

“every day, on my walks, I saw gangs of prisoners marching through the 
streets—handcuffed and roped together like animals—on their way to the 
prisons. I have seen the Cossacks lashing the people with their whips, Every 
night, men were seized and transported to the mines without trial. . . . Daily, 
men were cut to ribbons in the police yards—flogging was a recognised thing. 

And yet Mr. Joseph is horrified because a revolution against that 
devildom is not milk and water, sweet as honey, smooth as the pleasant 
paths of the pleasure ground within earshot of the synagogue he adorns 
with his ministry ! 

As I have quoted the English Review article, let me quote—not 
alone for Mr. Joseph's edification, but for that of others—the following 
further sentence: 

So far the Russian Revolution has been the greatest event of Armageddon: 
the One certainty that will leave the most active impressions upon civilisation, 
and no force of man can to-day subvert it. In reality, Russia has freed Europe. 
She has given Europeans, that is, a new sense, which will make it henceforth 
impossible for Kings and dynasties to organise Europe in units of militarism as 
a game of regal ambition.

destructive, it must be viewed historically; we must regard it as a physical -

That, it occurs to me, is not very different from the estimate which I 
ventured to put forth, of this Russian movement, in the article which Mr, 
Joseph and others have impugned. Mr. Harrison's words are not my 
words, but his view accords very closely to the one I set forth. It may 
well be that we are both mistaken. But at least neither of us base our 
Opinions merely upon the strength of two or three disjointed sentences 
alleged to be uttered by the leaders of the Revolution. Yet it is upon such 
evidence that Mr. Joseph ventures so to condemn the Revolution that he 
will not recognise in it anything but base motives and ignoble intentions, 
and will not concede the possibility of its having set betore itself an ideal 


altogether beyond and apart from the methods and the means of those 
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responsible for it, He may reject what Mr. Austin Harrison has t 
as he has thought well to cast bitter contumely on my words, 
cannot, he dare not, reject the teaching of History. And Lord Morley 
tells him to be guardful about the current estimate formed of revolutions 
and particularly the motives of those who take partin them and the ideals 
that animate them, 

Mr. Joseph's is indeed a crude and unscientific verdict, and for thi, 
reason, if for no other—it argues against the workings of nature, to « 
nothing, as I have ventured to show, of the teachings of all! History, 
Who, knowing anything of popular movements, would believe that men 
animated, as he tells us, and confessing themselves so animated, cou) 
obtain and hold power of any kind with a democracy that had 
just shown itself strong enough to break the worst tyranny «, 
modern times? The idea is ridiculous, and for a Jew to hold it 
—one of the world’s great misunderstood people—is, [ must 
add, bold to the point of recklessness. Mr. Joseph dimly sees 
the fatuity of such a notion, for he admits—just by the way— 
that “the Bolshevists may have some sort of plan for what they 
are pleased to call the re-organisation of society.” What jis this 
“some sort of plan"? It is clear, from his letter, that Mr. Joseph has 
not, in the remotest, given a moment's thought to any such question, 
He asserts that Bolshevism has no ideal worthy the name. But, in fact, 
it has, and the ideal is exactly, something to do with, as he puts it, 
the re-organisation of Society. “ Whether rightly or wrongly,” writes 
Mr. Upton Sinclair, in a New York magazine—and he like the present 
writer does not defend the Bolshevist idea: “on the contrary,” he 
says, “I have been fighting it during my entire career.”—" Whether 
rightly or wrongly,” he says, ‘the Russian Soviets believe and proclaim 
that they are founding a new order of society in which there shall be no 
parasites and exploiters, but in which those who do the work of hand 
and brain shall receive what they produce.’ And Mr. Joseph calls that 
a purpose, the harbouring of which should mark a man as a criminal 
lunatic! I suppose then he would regard as beneficent wisdom personi- 
fied the one whose goal was the exact antithesis and who wished to see 
restored in Russia, what. many think must at present be the alter. 
native to the Revolution, the clean, wholesome, benevolent, just, 
merciful, holy and Godlike order of society with which the country was 
blessed under Tsarism. For Heaven's sake let us clear onr 
minds of cant, and face facts. And the fact is that the ideal 
of Bolshevism, however we may oppose and detest its methods, 
is summed up in the one phrase of Social Justice—the 
securing of Social Justice to the most abominably wronged 
proletariat on the face of the earth, and a restraining of the exercise of 
undue power by those who, possessed of wealth, employ it to exploit those 
who are not well-placed. Let me say once again, that I do not believe in 
the efficacy of any methods of legislation for attaining that end. | 
do not think that any Socialistic plan adumbrated, however “ Fabian” 
or however “ Bolshevist,” will effect such a purpose, because all of them 
ignore the passions and weaknesses of men. Only when men themselves 
restrain themselves from the temptations to utilise their advantages to 


the unfair disadvantage of their fellows, will the ideal of Social justice be 
reached, 


say, 
But he 


None the less, the ideal is impeccable. It is really no less so 
because draped in the ugly garb of Bolshevism, in the forbidding guise of 
revolution, or the frightful dress of riot and disorder. And because we 
do not like Bolshevism or its works, that is no reason why we should 
ignore its ideals. When I said that “the ideals of Bolshevism at many 
points are consonant with the finest ideals of Judaism,” I, of course, had 
in mind exactly the ideal of Social Justice. In proof of the consonance of 
Social Justice with Judaism when challenged by Mr. Joseph, I instanced 
among other things, the law of the Jubile, whereby the land 
was to revert to its original owners at stated times. Has Mr. Joseph any 
doubt that the purpose aimed at by that Mosaic provision was Social 
Justice? Ifso, I would refer him to Dr. Kaufman Kohler who, in bis 
lately published volume, also produces the Jubile as proof that Social 
Justice was aimed at by Jewish Law. 


After referring to the claim which Mosaism recognises of the 


poor upon the rich, of the helpless upon him that possesses the means to 


help, of the duty of the fortunate to rescue the unfortunate, Dr. Kohler 
continues : 


“ This is the very principle of ethics of the Mosaic law, the principle for 
which the great Prophets fought with all the vigour and vehemence of the 
Divine spirit—Social Justice. This spirit created the Poor Laws of 
the Mosaic Code, which were partially adopted by Christians and Moham- 
medans. It dictated the Mosaic institutions of the seventh year of release and 
the Jubile year for the restoration of fields and houses, to prevent the tyranny 
of wealth from becoming a permanent source of oppression. . . . Their 
aim and permanent influence tended toward relations between the upper and 
lower classes which would insure the latter some degree of independence and 
dignity. In fact, the foundations laid by the Hebrew Scripture underlie al! our 
great modern efforts to turn the forces of charity so as to check the sources of 
evil in our social organism. . . According to our siation, we are al! 
responsible for the social conditions which create poverty and crime, and ii !s 
our duty to establish such relations between the individual and the community 
as will remove the causes of all the evils of society. 


It may be that Mr. Joseph is right when he tells us that the dilfer- 
ence between the Mosaic institution and what the Bolshevists are doing 
is that the former ordered the return of the land to its owners, 
and the other sanctions the expropriation of the land in favour 
of the proletariat, But I imagine that is merely a point of 
view ; and that the man receiving land would talk of “return,” while 
the one losing land would natura'ly talk of “expropriation.” And 
after all may not the true owners of the land of every country be its 
proletariat? At least, some of the most saintly souls have taught so, 
and surely no more high-minded man ever lived than Henry George, who 
devoted his life to preaching the doctrine. If he and those who think as 
he did be right, then the robbery and the grab of land which Mr. Joseph 
so incontinently charges upon Bolshevism would seem to be rightly 
placeable on other shoulders, At least the sacredness of property which 
Mosaism affirms would, if applied in these days, make short shrift with 
the landlord system. When Mr, Joseph tells us that under the Mosaic plan 
the land belonged to God, he is indulging in mere rhetoric, and when be 
says that “the Pentateuchal Code” “ was intendod for social conditions 
long since passed away,” he is, he must not mind my saying, only begging 
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the question. Because true principles are eternal,andalthough it may, ina 
sense, be “ robbery" to return to the proletariat land that has got into 
private ownership, as is being done by the Bolshevists, their principle of 
communal holding is igentical with that which prevailed under the Jubile 
of the Bible. What Mr. Joseph probably means and did not say 
ig that, in one case, those who acquired land did so in reliance 
upon the system which Bolshevism is breaking down, and in the other, 
those who became private owners of land knew of the fifty years’ limit 
during which they could hold the land. But all this has nothing to do 
with the principle of collective ownership of land which Mosaism clearly 
sanctions, and before we talk of * robbery ""—well, supposeit is really the 
return to the proletariat of what ought never to have been taken 
from them? In such case no real property was vested in the landlords, and 
the “robbery” is merely of the legal sort that is going on every day 
under the most well-ordered governance, where stolen property is 
ordered to be returned to its owners, even though the one holding it 
purchased it in perfect good faith. 

Be that all, however, as it may, surely there is no gainsaying “ the 
fact that the ideals of Bolshevism at many points are consonant with the 
finest idea's of Judaism, some of which went to form the basis of the best 
teachings of the founders of Christianity,” because the ideal of Social 
Justice is common to all three: and that ideal is independent, as all ideals 
must be, of the methods by which it is sought to be attained on the means 
taken for euforcing the methods, It is independent, too, of any considera- 
tion of practicability or feasibility, or even desirability. For, it is conceivable 
that circumstances may arise when the risk tothe general social well-being 
of insisting upon Social Justice is greater than the maintenance of social 
injustice, exactly asin a state of war it is right that the freedom of the 
individual should be sacrificed for the common safety of the realm. That, 
however, does not prejudice the value of freedom as an ideal—for an ideal 
is eternal, it exists independently of concurrent circumstances and con- 
ditions. This, indeed, is its supreme test. 

And this brings me finally to say that thereis another ideal—Truth— 
which cannot be attained by ignoring facts or accepting as fact any 
statement that is convenient and accords to our own predilections, our 
own fears, and our own prejudices. Because we disbelieve in 
the efficacy of Bolshevism to accomplish social justice, because 
we hate its methods and abomipate the practices that are 
ascribed to if, that is no reason why we should not know the 
truth about a movement that is affecting the whole world and 
influencing the lives of so many thousands of our own kith and 
kin. How is it possible to know the truth, by adopting Mr. Joseph's 
prescription of leaving severely alone such a subject because it is an 
awkward one which may flutter the dovecotes and disturb the serene 
equanimity of Mr. Joseph. I have quoted Mr. Upton Sinclair. Here is 
another extract from the article to which I have alluded :— 

Iam not defending this idea (of Bolshevism), onthe contrary, I have been 
fighting it during my entire careeras a writer; but | am demanding that it shall 
be tought fairly, with truth, and not with falsehood [he pleads}, also that the 
thing considered shall be the welfare of mankind, and not interest upon Russian 
bonds. If you think that | am “seeing red” on this last-mentioned subject 
(he continues) read the following words from the Financial News of London: 

“In the City it is realised that events are shaping more and more towards 
an international suzerainty over Russia, modelled on the British surveillance of 
Egypt. Such an event would transform Aussian bonds into the cream of the 
international market.” 

Well, it occurs to me that Mr. Sinclair’s way points to the path which 
should be trod by any self-respecting publicist, whether his sphere be the 
journal, the platform, or the pulpit, rather than the one to which Mr, 
Joseph would direct us when he says in effect: “ Here is an awkward 
subject, the truth about it may be unpleasant for some of us— 
leave it alone. Or if you cannot, then believe anything about it that will 
condemn it—anything so that we may prophesy smooth sayings to our 
friends,”’ Well, I do not believe that Mr. Joseph has pursued that 
method in -his pulpit, for, if be had, the influence it has attained, 
even in our Community, would be inexplicable.

There have been Vicars of 
bray, as there have been Grub-street hacks, to warn all good men and 
true engaged in these respective activities from the pursuit of any such 
unmoral courses,

THE POGROMS. 


CONTINUED MASSACRES OF JEWS. 
PINSK., 


Corennacen [F.O.C.] 

Soon alter the shooting at Pinsk, General Listovsky, the commander of the 
Polish troops in the district, issued an order that every house inhabited by Jews 
in which arms were found would be blown up, and every Jew on whom any 
weapons were discovered would be shot. The authorities at Pinsk received che 
thanks of the General for their prompt measures in “ suppressing the Bolshevik 
plot.” 

Despite the revelations made by Jews that the Jewish victims at Pinsk were 
prominent local Zionis's who participated in a legal food conference, almost the 
entire Warsaw Press praised the energetic action of the troops “in killing the 
Jewish Bolsheviks.” On the other band, the Jewish newspapers containing the 
accounts of the massacre were confiscated. During the speech delivered in 
Parliament by the Minister of War on the occurrences at Pinsk, repeated anti- 
Jew sh demonstrations occurred on the benches occupied by the extreme anti- 
Semites. The rriest Bokrava, who is friendly to the Jews, left Pink for 
Warsaw to make representations to the Government on the real character of the 
Outrage. 

A telegram, despatched to us from Stockholm on Monday last, states :— 
According to communications received from Jewish members of the Pinsk 
Enquiry Commission, the result of the enquiry insti:uted by the Diet, shows tbat 
thirty-six of the flower of the young men of Pinsk, mostly membe s of the Zeire 
Zion Society, who were complete strangers to Bolshevism, were seized at the 
meeting organised for the distribation of American food supplies, and shot as 
Bolshbevists without even being tried by a Court Martial. Thisaction is intended 
to inumidate the Jewish population. 

PROSKUROFP. 


CopennaGen [F.0.C.] 

A correspondent of the Odesskia Novosti bas written a detailed report of 
the terrible massacre of Jews at Proskuroff He confirmed the previous estemate 
that 5,000 Jews had lost their lives during the pogrom. Sove of the victims 
were found with more than forty wounds on their bodies. The pogr:m lasted six 
days. At the end of each day the Cossacks carried away the bods od buried 
them outside the city. From eighty to a bundred corpses were in: « « | in each 
grave. Onthe first day about five hundred Jews made an atrempt to the 
dead and inter them in the Jewish burial ground, but all were shot. Ali the 
hospitals were closed, so that the wounded Jews were unable to obta:n medica! 
and surgical assistance. The number of injured Jews is very large, but the exact 
figures cannot be ascertained as yet. The Jews who remained alive had to promise 
to pay asum of 520,000 roubles in two instalments, as a thank-offering for 
escaping death. 

Not the least striking feature of the pogrom was the systematic arrange- 
ment of the programme of the rioting by Simosenko, the commander of the 
troops. Every day during the pogrom week the massacre began at two o'clock 
in the afternoon and ended at six o'clock in the evening. The troops then 
assembled at a certain place, and, headed by a band, marched to their barracks,

In the Lida pogrom, 
which occurred On April 25, 150 Jews, mostly women and children, were 
wounded, several were killed, and many died of wounds, whilst the Jewish 
shops and dwellings were plundered. The Polish military at Wilna shot at the 
Jewish social democratic author, Mr. Wetter, pretending that shots had been 
fired from his house. The Jews tiold the pogrom propag nda in the Polish press 
responsible for the excesses. The Polish soldiers of the Posen Regiment of 
General Haller's Army plundered Jewish shops under the pretence of ‘ requisi- 
tions.’ 

Reliable eye-witnesses report that the pogrom at Wilna is still continuing. 
Until now 54 Jews have been killed and many wounded, and over 3 000 have 
been imprisoned or deported. All the Jewish houses and shops have been 
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pillaged, including the dwellings of the Chief Rabbi Grodzenski, Rabbi Reuben. 
stein and the Rabbi of Ladderowo have been ill-treated, and the SyMagogue has 
been plundered. The damage is estimated at over sixty million marks (about 
three million pounds, pre-war rate). The Jewish popuiation is in the utmost 
danger, and cannot leave the town. No foodstuffs ate sold to them.

Indeed, Jews are hated 
now worse than ever by the Kumanians on account of their communist faith 
and their loyalty to Hangary. It is also feared that Hungarian counter 
revolutionaries i alliance with are en jeavouring to make the Jews 
the scapegoat for all calamities. Agitation against Jews is also the strongest 
weapon of counter revolutionaries who have fled from the country,

A Jewish Hero in Hungary. 

Hungary has honoured the memoryof aremarkable Jewish hero, Andar fer. 
The latter was appointed io act as intermediary between the military authoriics 
of the garrison of Arad and the troops. Felner guaranteed io the authorities !0t 
the discipline of the garrison, but when the troops were oraered to march out they 
decided to disobey the authorities. Felner thereupon appeared before the garr:'-02 
with a revolver in his hand, and appealed to the soldiers to obey the comman?. 
The troops persisted, however, in disregarding all pleas, and Felner committed 
suicide in the presence of the rebels, having declared that he did not wis! (9° 
survive the breach of bis promise to the authorities given on bebaif o! the 
garrison. He was buried with full horours, and the Minister of War attended 
the funeral and eulogised the courage of the Jewis’) soldier. The President of 
the Soldiers’ Council also praised the heroism of Private Felner. During !'¢ 
march of the funeral procession all Ministries at Budapest suspended work ‘or 
five minutes. The Government also ordered that an account of this act o! 
fidelity should be read out in all army units, and that a monument should be 
erected in memory of the deceased.

BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


WIDOWS WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN, 


A MEETING of the Board was held on Monday. Mr. LEONARD L. 
COHNEN, the President, was in the Chair. 

Mr. COHEN welcomed Mr. Joseph Prag, ].P., a new member, and said 
that his presence would bring renewed strength to the Board. The Presidént 


referred, with regret, to the resignation of Mr. Charles de Pass as a member of 
the Board. 


Mr. Micnart A. GREEN moved the adoption of the report of the 
recommendations of the Sub-Committee appointed “to consider the cases of 
widows with dependent children.” 

The following is an abstract of the report. 

The Sub-Committee appointed on January 13th, 1919, “to consider the 
cases of widows with dependent children and to report the result of their 
inquiries with such recommendations as they desire to present,” reports as 
follows: 


We are of opinion that the following considerations should govern the relief o} 
such cases: (a) Children should not be deprived of home lite except for urgent 
reasons. It therefore follows that, except for urgent reasons, orphan children should 
not be removed from the care of their widowed mothers to institutions or the charge 
of toster parents, (0) Mothers should not. engage in factory or other employment 
detrimental to their health or to the care of their children; ) >O far as not 
detrimental to ther children, widowed mothers should engage in gainful employment 


(1) Because want of employment is bad for moral; (2) Because of the difficult 
position in whi. h widows would be placed as and when their children leave home: 
(3) To eave the strain cn the resources of the Board. (dj) The income of widowed 
mothers shou'd secure the cost of housing, feeding, and clething of themselves and 
their children. We are of opirion that the standard of relief sheuld be such as to 


assure an income at least equal to the wages of au unskilled workman, co 
the adequate nourishment and care of widows a d the r children, 
itcan be recorded that, in various directions, the LB 
increasing regard to the importance of safeguarding the 
from their birth. 

We recommend the Board to adopt the present date m line at 28s., as follows, viz: 
Widow (°83 of unit), $s. ; one child, 10 to 16 years ('83 of unit), S8s.: one child, 5 to 10 
years (*70 of unit), 7s.; one child, under 6 years (50 of unit), 5s. Total, 28s. per 
week, above rentand clothing. This, or any other datum line, which the Board may 
recommend to its members dispensing relief, should be reviewed periodically’in the 
light of established variations in the cost of living. We find it wel established that 
the Board's a!lowances are not expected to provide any apprecianie expenditure on 
clothing. Nor do we think that any increase in allowances would in effect be devoted 
to that purpose. We have considered the difficult question in fixing a lowances of 
assessing income {rom extraneous sources. It is obviously important in the case of 
wage-earning children that their contri:-utions to their mothers should not be fixed on 
a scale likely to diminish their inducement to work and to earn higher wages. We 
think full wage-earners should pay at least the cost of their keep at home, plus a con- 
tribution to meet their moral, and in the case of sons their legal, obligations to support 
their mothers. 


The report was seconded by Mr. H. E. Beppincron, and fully discussed, 
The CHAIRMAN said that he concurred in the considerations set out in 
the report, which should govern the relief of cases of widows with young 
children. The Committee recorded “that they are satisfied, as regards the 
separation of children from their mothers, that the result of their examination 
of 139 cases is not in conflict with the pricciples laid down by them.”

They further report “that they are satisied that under the 
existing practice of the Board, mothers do not engage in work 
to the detriment of the care of their children.”’ The practice and 


policy of the Board had been on right lines, and it was desirable that any 
doubts which might have been entertained in certain quarters should have 
been set at rest. It was especially desirable to draw attention to the 
policy and practice of the Board in view of the campaign conducted by Judge 
Neil. The report was a most valuable document, and he (the Chairman) con- 
gratulated Mr. Green and the Committee upon its production. He hoped the 
Jewish press would publish the material facts in spite of the demands made upon 
their space by more exciting matters, With regard to the scale of allowances the 
Committee recommended a standard scale of 28s. a week far a widow with three 
children of varying ages, which seemed to be a reasonable scale. It was nota 
flat rule, and each case would be judged by the attendant conditions. In the 
report of the Local Government Board stress was laid upon supervision, and 
their Board feit that “there is a serious want of supervision in some quarters,” 
The adoption of the recommendations would result in an additional lability of 
£2,000 per annum in allowances to widows and young children. Ought the 
Board to throw out the proposals upon financial grounds, or take the risk and 
chance getting the money? There were considerations which might perhaps 
appeal to millionaires, Ifone of them were togive the Board / 20,000, half of the 
increased amount required would be available. It would be a generous gift, 
and the donor would only be reducing his estate at death by £12,000 or £14,000. 
A further inducement might be that while the donor had been paying ten 
shillings in the £ Income Tax, the Board paid nothing. In reviewing the 
situation, Mr. Cohen thought the Board should dismiss the financial anxieties

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from its mind owing to the heavy calls on the Community elsewhere, The 
Board stood high in the estimation of the Community. 


The CHAIRMAN then moved that the following recommendations be 
adopted : 

L That the Board recommend its members to base relief, above rent and 
clothing, of widows and dependent children on the estimate of the cost of living stated 
im paragraph 8 of the report, and that such estimate be revised at least twice yearly 
by the light of established variations in the prices of staple articles of domestic 
consumption. 

2. That the Board appoint a qualified female official whose sole duty should be 
to visit all cases of widows with dependent children, advise on and watch over home, 
school, and labour conditions, and report in writing to the Relief Committees her 
observations, with special reference to the adequacy of allowances, 

3. That sums paid over by widows to the Board be reserved for the special use 
of themselves and children. 

4. That the Board bring to the notice of Ministers and others who visit recent 
widows the advisability of continuing the late husband's business, and the fact that 
the Board is prepared to assist by loan in suitable cases. 

5. That a Conference be sought between representatives of the Board and of Care 


Committees on the conditions regulating the granting of schoo! benefits to children of 
Board cases. 


Mr. F. H. Harvey-SAMUEL moved, as an amendment to recommenda- 
tion 3: “that the allowance made to widows shall not be reduced by reason of 
the sums paid over by widows to the Board.” 

The amendment was carried. 

The report and recommendations were adopted. 

Mr. Puicir S. WaLey, the Treasurer, referred to the financial statement for 
the quarter ending March 3ist. ihe expenses were /6,190, as against 45,677 
in 1918. The deficit was reduced from £9,034 to 47,581. £960 had been 
received in donations. 

The TREASURER reported the following legacies: 

The late Col. Francis Lucas, £1,000: Mr, Moritz Winter, £450 net; Mr. J. M. 
Reese, £22 10s. net; Mr. Grenville Myer, £50 for general purposes to the Institution, 
and £50 to the Hermann Henry Myer Fund of the Industrial Committee; Mr. Charles 
Nissim, £75 per his Executors; and donations in memoriam, viz., Mr. E. 5S. Kadoorie, 
in memory of his beloved wife, £50; the Children of the late Mr. A. D. S. de Vahl, £25. 

The CHAIRMAN moved the adoption of the following recommendations of 
the Executive Committee :— 


Miss C. I. Macdonald, Senior Health Visitor, having resigned owing to ill-health, 
it was resolved, in consideration of her serious illness, to recommend the Board to 
make her a grant of one hundred guineas. That Miss Doris Ingleson be appointed as 
her successor, at a salary of £200 per annum. 


The recommendations were agreed to. 


Mr. Micuakt A. GREEN presented the report of the East London Nursing 
Society, which states in part :— ! 


The total number of registered cases mursed by the Society was 3,299, agains 
2,993 in 1917. Owing to financial pressure, nutses were withdrawn from certain dis 
tricts in which the Jewish population happened to be small. To this is mainly 
attributed the increased proportion of Jewish cases to the total nursed during 1918. In 
the first quarter of the year a larger number than usual of Jewish school children were 
visited in their homes. Owing to the rise of salaries and of the cost of living, the 

early cost of a nurse now stands at 4150. The Stepney Home will be removed in 
Sone to the new Home in Bow Road, provided, with the exception of 4490 outstanding 
on mortgage, from funds raised by the Jubilee Appeal in 1918. Mrs, Michael A.Green 
continues to attend to cases calling for exceptional assistancs. 


The CHAIRMAN said that efforts had been made to get their new Secretary 
{Mr. Stein) out of the Army. A letter had been received saying that Mr. Stein 


hoped to be released in June.

MR. “BEN” NATHAN. 
Tue death, after prolonged suffering, took place at his residence, 91, 
Corringham Road, Golder's Green, on Friday last, of Mr. “Ben” Nathan, 
who passed away in his sixty-first year. 


Benjamin Nathan was born in Glasgow. He was the only son of the late 
Mr. Joseph Nathan, who, when “ Ben”—as he was universally known—was 
a mere child, removed to Birmingham, and engaged in the boot trate. Ben's 
mother was an accomplished French lady (née Bertha Jacob, of Nancy), 
He was educated at the famous King Edward's Grammar School in Birming- 
ham, and as a youth displayed considerable talent as a violinist, an elocy. 
tionist, and a vocalist. In amateur theatricals he was alwaysa local “star” 
He, however, entered the business firm of Messrs. D. and L. Spiers, 
manufacturing silversmiths, of Birmingham, and for many years was their 
representative. He left.them in 1889, and becam: a member of the 
Acting Staff of the Gaiety Theatre in London, playing with Nellie Farren, Freq 
Leslie and others, in the burlesque of “ Kay Blas.” He appeared in Birmingham 
On One occasion in pantomime, as one of the ugly sistersin “ Cinderella,” acting 
that part at the Prince of Wales's Theatre there. He understudied Mr. Wij\lie 
Edouin in “ Tweedlepunch ” and in “ Florodora.” In later years he engaged in 
the theatrical business, first with the late Mr. Didcott, subsequently founding 
an agency of his own in a partnership under the style of Nathan and Somers. 
He later became manager of the London Opera House and produced revues a; 
Kingsway. 

But “ Ben” Nathan's great stage triumph was undoubtedly his impersona- 
tion of tte Shadchan in Mr, Bertram Jacobs’ (Benedict James's) play, “The 
Little Brother.” It was in many ways a tour de jorce. Those who had known 
“ Ben ” intimately throughout his career were not at alossto account for the 
perfect naturalness of the representation. For never was there a better and 
truer exponent of essentially Jewish characters. It is curious that, notwith- 
standing his wonderful capacity for this particular rd/e, he always fough 
shy of any public exhibition of his peculiar talent in this direction. Had 
he followed the advice of many of his friends and gone in for Jewish character- 
isation (as Messrs. Yorke and Leonard have for instance), there can be no doubt 
with any who saw him play the Siadchan that he would have been, in the true 
sense of the term, the Jewish actor par excellence. . 

Mr. Nathan loved the city of his youth, and was always prepared to do 
something to help the literary and artistic life of Birmingham. Whena mere 
lad, he gavea recital of Dickens's “ Christmas Carol” to the Young Men's 
Jewish Literary Society. Mr. Sam Timmins, the famous Shakespearian, was 
present, and thought so much of “ Ben's” recital, that he induced him the 
following year to repeat the ‘*’ Carol’ for the Birmingham Sunday Lecture 
Society in the Town Hall there. So successful was ** Ben'’ ghat the Society 
renewed the invitation to him each year for the following thirty years, and on 
every occasion, so long as he lived, the original chairman (Sie William Cook) 
presided. 

"* Diarist'’ in the Westminster Gazette, referring to this aspect of Mr. 
Nathan's career, says :— 

The death of Mr. Ben Nathan, whom everybody knew who knew anything of tiie 
theatrical world, ought not to pass without some referencs to him as an ardent 
Dickensian. For twenty-five years and more it was his practice to givea recital, 
annually, of “ The Christmas Carol” in the Birmingham Town Hall, which was 
invariably packed. Thousands were always turned away from the doors, and on one 
occasion so great was the crush that Mr. Nathan himself spent half an hour in getting 
into the building. The extraordinary feature about the audience, he once said 


was 


that he always seemed to see the same faces, altering, it was true, as the years went 
by. “I have seen young children, brought by their parents, in turn bringing (f°) 
children.” It had its disadvantages, because the andience knew the text so well thut 


they laughed in anticipation of the arrival of the goose, and unnerved the reader by 4 
disconcerting show of handkerchiefs before he to'd of Tiny Tim's death. 

Mr. Nathan married the fifth daughter of the late Mr. John Aaron, of Li.rm- 
ingham, by whom he had two sons and a daughter, all of whom survive him. 
His daughter married a nephew of th® late Rev. John Chapman, of Ealing 


A TRIBUTE. 

When I came to Birmingham, nearly filty years ago, “ Ben” Nathan was 
a delightful lad who used to sing comic songs. In addition, he was known asa 
competent violinist, a favourite pupil of the best Birmingham violinist o! the 
day in Birmingham as executant and teacher, Mr. Fred Ward, I usei to meet 
“Ben” where we all used to meet, at the house of his uncle, Ellis Nathan, in 
Duchess Road. From there I got to know his father, Mr. “Jo2” Nathan, and 
his mother, a delightful pztite Frenchwoman, always known as “ Madame © 
Nathan. It was at Duchess Road that, in 1872, I formed the first amateur 
dramatic society for the Jewish boys of Birmingham. We called it “Juven 'e 
Society of Friends.” We gave our first performance at the Assemb'y 
Rooms. The performance consisted of a daring version by me 
of the Book of Esther, and it was the Parim festival when we 
produced it. In June, 1873, we had migrated to the Royal Hotel, Temple Kow 
later to the Edgbaston Assembly Rooms. But we became literary ai we! 45 
dramatic, and the Alliance Literary and Debating Society was founde!. Tien 
Other institutions came along. ‘“‘The Thalia,” an amateur dramatic so 
which alienated the loyalty of Messrs. Ben and George Nathan, and I !°t 
that chaos had come into my amateur dramatic world! But the party 
political life of Birmingham was developing and young Jewry were 
in it, eg., the Birmingham Junior Liberal Club, of which “ Ben ” Natoan 
was a prominent member, the foremost in its political and soca’ 5: 'e. 
In club-life both of London and the provinces “ Ben” was a most pop. ar 
personality. As a raconteur, he was first among the foremost. Ile was 4 
glorious reciter. No one who heard will ever forget his “ Bill Jinks,” “ Nu'sbe!! 
Novels,” the parody on “ Kissing Cup's Race,” and then his Jewish stories. 
Twelve months ago he lunched with m> (he always called to ste me when 9 
Birmingham), and he was so hopeful, because his performance ia “ The Little 
Brother” opened up the vista of bigger things onthe stage. The Frenc) 
philesopher says: “When the woodcutter begins to ply his axe among 
the oaks, each oak asks: ‘Is it my turn next?’” I bave written miny 
an obituary of the members of the Birmingham Hebrew Coogrezat 0. 
but I had not thought to have written one of “Ben” Nathan. As it 5, 
I do it, God knows, not for the pleasure it gives, for it tears the heart, bu’ there 
is a consolation in being able to pay a loving tribute to one I knew a; a boy, 
with whom some of the dearest memories of years ago are associated, and w!10, 
in his manhood, still recalled the days that were so delightful to the young who 
participated in them and the old who encouraged them. I had not thought to 
write his epitaph ; but I feel that had he lived and I had predeceased him, he 


would have tried to do the justice to my memory I would gladly do to his.—

ELECTION MEETINGS AT CONSTITUENT SYNAGOGUES. 
CONDEMNATION OF THE “MORNING POST” 


LETTER. 

Last Sunday, at the seventeen Constituent Synagogues of the United 
Synagogue, elections were held of Wardens, Boards of Management, Repre- 
sentatives at the Council and at the Board of Deputies. In only a few of the 
synagogues were matters dealt with that were of more than parochial import- 
ance. Insome, the Morning Post letter was referred to and severely condemned. 
At the Great Synagogue, proposals were discussed for reviving its influence as 
the Cathedral Synagogue of the United Synagogue—proposals that are under 
consideration by the honorary officers of that body. With rare exceptions, the 
number of seatholders who voted were far below their total strength, and in 
one case (the Borough) there was no contest for any of the offices to be filled. 

The following are reports of the proceedings at the various synagogues :—

The general meeting was attended by a large number ot members. 
following motions were proposed by Mr. H. H. Gordon, J.P., L.C.C.: 

1.—-That the position of the Great Synagogue as the Cathedral Synagogue be em- 
»hasised, and as such it shall continue to be the official seat of the Rabbinate. 
’,—That residential accommodation in close proximity to the Synagogue be pro- 

led for the Chief Rabbi, Clerical and Lay staff of the Synagogue, and that a Hall 
which could be utilised for meetings of members and for the purposes of extended 
religious and social work is a vital necessity, 

-That in order that the services of public worship shall at all times be worthy 

of the Cathedral Synagogue, two Readers of high capacity and attaiuments are 

ential. 
, t.—That at least one junior Minister shall be appointed who, under the direction 
of the Chief Rabbi, shall be attached to the Synagogue. 

*.—That in view of the pos:tion of the Great Synagogue as the Cathedral Synagogue 

nd the extended religious and social work to be undertaken, the United synagogue be 
ed to contribute towards the increased expenditure entailed. 

Mr. Gordon, in the course of his remarks, laid stress on the historical 
associations attached to the Great Synagogue. He emphasised the various 
points embodied in his motions, more especially those relating to the appoint- 
ment of a junior Minister, and theerection of residences for officials so as to 
enable them to’ keep in close touch with the East End section of the Communi'y. 

Dr. Israel Fe'dman seconded the motions. He said that the necessity for 
providing suitable means for dealing with the large number of young men and 
women between the ages of nineteen and twenty-five years was a pressing one, 
and that he had already formed the nucleus of a Club, and had attached to it 
one hundred and ninety young men between the ages mentioned, who had 
stated that they had no place at which to spend their unoccupied time ‘after 
leaving work in the evening. . For these reasons he thought that the buildings 
proposed to be erected were an urgent necessity. . 

The Chairman, while supporting the motions, thought the time was not yet 
ripe for the consideration of the matter by the general body of seatholders. A 
deputation representing the Great Synagogue was in consultation with the 
Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue on the whole subject, and it was 
his intention, when the Scheme was settled between the Honorary Officers and 
themselves, to submit the suggestions to the seatholders for approval or other- 
wise, together with the original suggestions submitted to the Honorary Officers, 

The motions were carried. 

The Chairman, in referring to the work of the synagogue during the year 
1918, mentioned the retirement, through ill-health, of the Rev. A. E. Gordon, 
The following resolution, which had been passed by the Board of Management 
on the occasion of Mr. Gordon's retirement, was submitted to the meeting and 
unanimously confirmed :— 

That the Board of Management, at its first meeting after the resignation of the 
A. E. Gordon, begs to convey on behalf of the seatholders as well as themselves 
their deep and sincere appreciation of the unselfish devotion to duty and faithful 

rvices rendered to the synagogue during the long period of his engagement extend- 
ing over thirty years, and wish him many years of life and health and happiness in his 
retirement, 

Mr. L. De Yong, speaking on the financial position of the synagogue, 
pointed out that the income was satisfactory, especially under the heading of 
Seat Rentals, which, he ventured to suggest, was the main indication of the 
prosperity of the synagogue. He paid a tribute to the excellent work performed 
by the Secretary, Mr. Bernard Samuels, A.L.A., and Mr. I. L. Defries, the

THE LATE LORD ROTHSCHILD. 

In the course of the proceedings, Lord Rothschild, who was accompanied 
by Mr. and the Hon. Mrs. Clive Behrens, unveiled a portrait of the late Lord 
tothschild, which had been presented to the synagogue by Lady Rothschild. 
Lord Rothschild said he regretted that his mother was unable to attend to 
perform the ceremony, and had «delegated the duty to him. He felt it wasa 
great honour to be present to unveil the portrait. He recalled the fact that his 
beloved father was Warden of the synagogue for fifty years, and was above all 
a Jew and an Englishman, and it was his own sincere wish to follow in hig 
father's footsteps. 

Mr. G. A. Cohen, in thanking Lord Rothschild for being present, said 
that only those who had to follow a man like the late Lord Rothschild found 
how difficult it was to approach in any way the high ideal which he had set. 

Mr. L. De Yong, in seconding the vote to Lord Rothschild, stated that 
Lady Rothschild took the greatest interest in the synagogue, as was evidenced 
by her having presented a stained glass window and a life-like portrait of her 
late husband. He congratulated the artist, Mr. E. Horwitz, on his most 
successful work and proposed that a letter of thanks should be sent to Lady 
Rothschild for her generous gift. 

The motion was unanimously carried.

Mr. Walter B. Styer moved, and Mr. S. Grilla seconded, an amendment 
to elininate the second part of the resolution, 

The amendment was lost, and the resolution in its entirety was carried. 

The following resolutions, proposed by Dr. J. Klein, and seconded by Mr. 
I. Passoff, were adopted :— 

Outside agencies having aroused in the minds of the Honorary Officers of the 
United Synagogue a doubt or suspicion as to the performance of his duties by the 
Minister and Secretary of this synagogue, and firmly relying on the sound principle 
that a minister's duties lie first and foremost with his own congregation and that all 
other obligations are of secondary importance: The seatholders of the Hambro’ Syna- 
gogue, assembled at a general meetiny this day, desire to disabuse the minds of the 
Honorary Officers of the United Syuagogue by unanimously recording on the minutes 
the following resolution: “That the seatholders of the Hambro’ Synagocue desire to 
place on record their absolute confidence in and high appreciation of their Minister 
and Secretary, the Rev. W, Esterson.” 

It was further resolved that a copy of the resolution be signed by the 


Wardens representing the seatholders and be conveyed to the Honorary Officers 
of the United Synagogue.

The’ Chairman gave an outline of the activities of the synagogue duriag the 
past year. He announced with great regret the retirement of their Financial 
Representative, Mr. J. Green, and hoped that his valuable services would be 
suitably recognised. A Roll of Honour had been presented to the synagogue 
by Mr. and Mrs. Lewis, on the occasion of their silver wedding, Mr. Moses 
eulogised the excellent work performed by the officials of the synagogue, and 
mentioned that Mr. R. Simons bad voluntarily undertaken the office of Baal 
Koreh. 

Mr. S. Newman, M.A., who proposed the adoption of the report, expressed 
regret that the synagogue had not its full number of representatives on the 
Board of Deputies. He suggested that general meetings should be held more 
frequently. 

Mr. M. G. Liverman seconded the motion, which was adopted. 

A resolution, proposed by Mr. David Marks, seconded by Mr. Samuel 
Cohen, and endorsed by the three honorary officers, affecting the salary of the 
Secretary, Mr. S. Jacobs, was unanimously adopted. 

The Chairman explained that the reason why the synagogue at present 
only had one representative at the Board of Deputies was that they were 
required by the United Synagogue to pay for the deputies for three years in 
advance, and their funds would not permit of this. 

A resolution was adopted urging the new Board of Management to take 
immediate steps towards securing the full representation on the Board of 
Deputies to which the new constitution entitles it. 

The following resolution was put to the meeting in the name of Mr. Reuben 
Cohen :— 

“ That lady seatholders be allowed the same voting privileges as the male 
seatholders.” 

After.a heated discussion, the resolution was put to the vote. 
was lost, 49 voting against and 39 for. 

Mr. S. Nyman, in the course of his speech, mentioned that he had pur- 
chased, on behalf of the congregation, a house with furniture as a residence 
for the Chazan. The house weuld become the property of the synagogue,

Mr. N. S. Lucas, in addressing the meeting, presented his views with 
regard to improving the attendances at the services on Sabbaths. In response 
to a request contained in the summons convening the meeting asking for 
suggestions on the subject, various recommendations were brought forward. 

Mr. S. M. Cohen, Mr. E, Berkeley, Major S. Weil, and Rabbi Dr. Gollancz 
gave their views, and the general idea seemed that more English should be 
introduced into the service so as to thus induce the younger members of the 
Congregation to attend. 

Mr. Leopold Frank moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Arthur Berkeley, who 
had for eleven years performed excellent work on behalf of the synagogue and 
had voluntarily resigned the position of Financial Representative, The vote 
was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Arthur Berkeley, in reply, stated that what was wanted in that syna- 
gogue, and the United Synagogue in general, was leadership. A more demo- 
cratic position should be taken up by the lay leaders in this direction, and he 
felt that as reconstruction was in the air, one of the first things which should 
be undertaken was to reconstruct the whole of the system under which a Con- 
stituent Synagogue was allied to the United Synagogue, so as to ensure greater 
freedom of action and more courteous treatment to those who represented a 
Constituent Synagogue. He thanked his co'leagues on the Board of Manage- 
ment for the great assistance they had rendered him during his term of office, 
and also the Kev. D. Klein and Mr. Bernard Samuels, A.L.A., for their most 
valuable assistance, without which, he venturea to say, he could not have held 
office for so long a period, 

During the proceedings the presentation of an address, accompanied by a 
cheque, was made to Mr. Louis Rozelaar, the Beadle, on the occasion of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of his connection with the synagogue. Mr. L. M. 
Myers, C.C , in making the presentation, stated that he had been associated 
with Mr. Rozelaar ever since he had been a member of the synagogue. Mr. 
Rozelaar, ably assisted by Mrs. Rozelaar, had carried out the duties assigned 
to them with the utmost tact and consideration for all with whom they came 
into contact, and he ventured to say that there was not a single seatholder wha 
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an aot share in the congratulations which they were tendering to Mr. and Mrs, 
ozelaar. 

Mr. D. Levy, who had acted as Treasurer of the Fund, associated himself 
with the remarks expressed by Mr. Myers. 

Mr. Rozelaar briefly replied on behalf of bimself and Mrs. Rozelaar. Mr. 
Rozelaar has presented the Bayswater Synagogue with asilver Kiddish cup and 
spice box to commemorate the occasion.

The Chairman gave a short review of the part the synagogue members 
played in the war, and pointed out that ninety per cent. of the available young 
men had volunteered for service, many of whom had gained distinctions and 
eighteen had made the supreme sacrifice. He welcomed the return of the 
Rev. Michael Adler, D.S.O., S.C.F., and congratulated the congregation in 
having a minister who had gained for himself distinction for his work as a 
Chaplain. The religion classes called for their ready support, and he boped 
that the congregation would take a greater interest in them and contribute 
generously toward their upkeep. With the resignation of Mr. Kintzler, the 
late Secretary, the Rev. Sydney M. Ellis, L.R.A.M., had been appointed 
Second Reader and Secretary, and he was sure that Mr. Ellis would prove to 
be an efficient officer of the synagogue. 

Sir Adolph Tuck, Bart., also dealt with the affairs of the Synagogue, and 
took the opportunity of acquainting the members with the nature of the scheme 
in regard to Jews’ College. He asked for their untiring support in helping to 
build up a great seat of learning at one of the University towns as a fitting 
memoria! of the Jewish sacrifices in the War.

The Chairman, in reviewing the local evenis of the past year, stated that the 
income of the congregation was the largest for some twenty years, and the mem- 
bership the highest on record. The newly established Hebrew and religion 
classes numbered some fifty pupils. A competent staff had been engaged, and 
it was hoped that the Jewish residents of the district would now avail themselves 
of the excellent facilities for giving a thorough Jewish education to their children.

The Chairman, in giving a résumé of the year's work, said that it was the 
intention of the congregation to raise a memorial to gallant soldiers among 
them who had fallen. The membership hai increased, and there were very 
few seats vacant.

The Chairman, in reviewing the work of the synagogue during the past 
year, said that the congregation had been deprived, through death, of their 
revered minister, the Rev. D. Wasserzug, who had been with them for 
sixteen years. Mr. Isaac Goldston, who had been their Secretary for 
twenty-one years, had received a call to the Secretaryship of the New 
West End Synagogue, and Mr. Charles Littman became his successor. 
The Chairman also referred to the excellent work performed by Mr. A. L. 
Sions, the Financial Representative ; and to the splendid work of their repre- 
sentative at the Board of Deputies, Mr. Alexander Rubens, whose efforts were 
so much appreciated by the members of the Synagogue that he was the only 
nominee for the office, 

Mr. L. Felsenstein associated himself with the remarks of the Chairman. 

Mr. A. L. Sions, in the course of his financial statement, mentioned that 
during the last year the Synagogue had just paid its way, being neither a surp!us 
nor a deficit Synagogue. The income was /2,158, and the expenditure / 2,135.

of advance on the erection of the Synagogue.

Action by the League on behalf of British Jews was damaging 
to all Jews. The Jews ought to boycott the League” In conclusion, he 
mentioned that he bad always endeavoured to advance his views at the Board of 
Deputies, and very often took an independent line of action.

The Chairman, in the course of a brief account of the Congregation’s 
activity and progress, said that the year's working was eminently satis‘actory in 
several respects. He dwelt on the educational and charitable work carried on 
in connection with the Synagogue, and acknowledg d the valuable assistance 
rendered by the Ladies’ Guild. As they were fast outgrowing the seating 
capacity of the Synagogue, the Board had approached the Unised Synagogue 
on the matter, and they arrived at the conclusion that they must launch on a 
new building scheme immediately. 

Mr. L. J. Simon, Junior Warden, gave a detailed account of the proposed 
building scheme and what it would involve. He welcomed the proposal becanse 
it would provide proper housing for their Classes, and accommodation for social 
gatherings. 

Mr. Victor Herrmann urged the members to proceed with the building 
scheme at full speed. However great the responsibility he would have to 
shoulder as Financial Representative, his duty as President of the Hebrew 
Classes bade him undertake it. 

Mr. M. Albert Jacobs, in thanking the congregation forre-electing him on the 
Board of Deputies, gave a brief outline of the proceedings of that body. In 
making a special effort to attend, at considerable personal! inconvenience, the 
two recent meetings of the Board when the notorious Morning Post letter was 
discussed, in order to give his vote for its condemnation, be felt confident he 
acted in the best interest of Jewryand Judaism—(hear, hear)—and he hoped that 
he also interpreted their own sentiments correctly. (Applause.) They would 
always find in him an opponent of any device which tended to classify apart, or 
create a cleavage bstween British and “foreign” Jews.

The Chsirman said that though with deep regret he recorded the names of 
many members’ sons who had fallen in the war, he was pleased to state that all 
the members who had joined the Forces bad now returned in safety to their 
homes. Their minister, the Rev. N. Goldston, to whom in the _ begin- 
ning of the year 1918 they had granted leave of absence, to take up 
a commission as Chaplain to His Majesty's Forces, had now resumed 
his work among them, and a hearty welcome had been extended to him. His 
well-known reputation as an earnest worker had followed him in the per- 
formance of his duties among the Troops, and from all sides he, the Chairman, 
bad heard of the success Mr. Goldston had achieved. Tire formation of a 
Social Society and a Burial Society and other matters of. importance for the 
benefit and advancement of religious life in the congregation were receiving due 
consideration. 

Mr. Joseph Davis, the Treasurer, in presenting the statement of income 
and expenditure, regretted that there had been a deficit in the financial working 
of the past year.

The Music of the Synagogue. 


A LARGE and enthusiastic audience attended King's College on the Sth inst., 
when Mr. Arthur M. Friedlander, A.R.C.M., Choir Director of the Rayswater 
Synagogue, gave the opening address of aseries of four lectures on Ecclesiastical 
Music, in connection with the founding of a chair of Ecclesiastical Music which 
is under contemplation. | 

The subject of Mr. FRIEDLANDER'S lecture was entitled The Music of 
the Synagogue.” He laid stress on the subject of Cantillation, which he con- 
sidered to be extremely ancient, and referred to the discovery he bad made, 
showing how the Romish Church had borrowed its earliest music from Jewish 
music. This was strikingly made evident by Mr, Friedlander playing on the 
organ the music to the “Te Deum,” and his vocal rendering of the Hebrew 
cantillation of a portion from Zechariah ii., 10. The late Sir Hubert Parry 
(Director of the Royal College of Music) in a letter to Mr. Fried)ander in con- 
nection with his discovery, expressed as “ striking and icteresting,” the simi- 
larity which he had shown to exist in the music, and considered he was in an 
exceptional position for establishing the connection between Ecclesiastical 
Plain-Song and Jewish music. Several illustrations of traditional Hebrew music 
were effectively rendered by Mr. de Guzman, who, at very short notice, kindly 
assisted, and by members of the choir (boys and men) of the Bayswater Syna- 
gogue, and by a choir of mixed voices which was especially formed for the 
occasion by the lecturer, who presided at the organ. The illustrations included 
the blowing of the “Shophar” by Mr. Frankel, a beautiful setting of Adon 
Olam (by Salomo de Rossi), which was published in 1623, and Mr. Friedlander's 
setting to Psalm Ixviii., which he specially composed for the Intercession Services 
in 1915, and which was given as an illustration of the Music of the Synagogue 
in modern times.. This was rendered by the choir with much effect, The 
audience showed in marked manner its appreciation by several times applauding 
Mr. Friedlander's remarks and the masical illustrations. 

In the unavoidable absence of Sir John Monash (who was to have pre- 
sided), the Rev. C. F. Rogers was in the Chair. At the close of the lecture he 


moved a vote of thanks to the lecturer and the choir for their kind assistance, 
which, he said, was much appreciated,

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 


Dr. ARNOLD MARGOLINE 
(Representative of the Ukraine at the Peace Conference). 


HE chorus of praise that has greeted the return of Lord 
Reading from his Ambassadorial mission to the United States, 
draws attention once more to the success with which Jews 
throughout their long history have served the countries to 

which they owe allegiance as diploinatists and statesmen, In the new 
States which are being evolved in Eastern Europe Jews have also come 
to the fore in this capacity, and the Ukraine 
stands out pre-eminently in the use which 
it has made of the talent for statecraft 
possessed by the Jews residing within its 
borders. Among the most distinguished 
members of Ukrainian Jewry is Dr. Arnold 
Margoline, who is at present one of the 
diplomatic representatives of the Ukraine 
at the Peace Conference. 

Dr. Margoline was born in Kieff in 1877, 
and attended the University there, special- 
ising in Criminal Law. After pursuing his 
studies in Jurisprudence abroad, he was 
called to the Kieff Bar, and practised asa 
criminal lawyer. One of the first big cases 
in which he appeared as a young advocate, 
in 1904, was the trial of the instigators of the 
pogrom at Homel. He was subsequently 
retained in a number of trials in which Jews 
figured, and, together with Advocate Ratner, 
he was regarded as the leading specialist in 
pogrom cases, which were unfortunately all too frequent in Russia. Dr. 
Margoline learnt in his own person what a pogrom means, as in 1905, 
during the Kieff anti-Jewish rising, his residence was completely destroyed 
by the Black Hundreds, who had marked him out as a victim owing to 
his well-known liberal sympathies. In 1911, he was retained for the defence 
in the celebrated Beilis Case, and his discovery of the real murderers led to 
his being prohibited from continuing his practice, though he successfully 
appeared in 1913 as a witness in the trial, his revelations creating a great 
sensation. After the Russian Revolution, he was enabled to resume his 
practice. In conjunction with the late Dr. Max Mandelstamm, he founded 
the Russian branch of the Jewish Territorial Organisation, recently suc- 
ceeding Dr. Mandelstamm as President. As a member of the Central 
Committee of the Ukraine Social Federalist Party, he participated in the 
Ukrainian movement, and be has since taken a leading part in the public 
affairs of that country. During a brief stay in London, our representative 
was enabled to obtain from him an interesting account of the position of 
the Jews io the Ukraine. 


JEWISH PARTIES IN THE UKRAINE, 


Dr. Margoline explained at the outset the position taken up by the Jews 
towards the formation of the new State. 


“At the time of the proclamation of Ukrainian independence, the Jews 
were divided into two camps. On the one side were the Jewish assimilators, 
who had been brought up in an All-Russian political atmosphere, and who 
adopted a negative attitude towards the formation of the Ukrainian State. This 
party, which numerically was not important, was supported by a number of 
Jewish refugees from old Russia. On the other side were ranged the National 
Jews, the Zionists, Itoists, and Jewish Socialist parties, who took up a favour- 
able attitude. Those Jews who had national aspirations of their own could not 
but view with favour similar strivings on the part of a people which had 
hitherto lived in a position of tutelage. The principles laid down by President 
Wilson as to the rights of small nations were bound to be applied to the 
Ukrainian people. So far as the social programme .of the State was concerned, 
the Jews were also divided into two camps. One group, which was not very 
numerous, went band in hand with the advanced parties of the Left, which 
aimed at the exclusion of the bourgeoisie from State affairs To this group 
belonged the left wing of the Bund and the Poalei Zion, The other group took up 
the standpoint of those Ukrainian parties who supported the principle of a general 
franchise and who sought to apply to the Ukraine the political system which 
obtains in Western Europe. They eschewed Utopian experiments and Maximalist 
aspirations. Although there were these differences in regard to the social and 
economic conditions involved in the creation of the Ukrainian State, nearly all 
Jewish parties and organisations were united on the question of the right of the 
Ukrainian people to determine their ultimate political destiny on popular lines.” 


JEWISH AUTONOMY, 


What was the attitude of the Ukrainian authorities towards the Jews? our 
representative asked, 


“In the Ukraine, including Galicia, there are three and a half million Jews, 
as compared with nearly forty millions of the general population. The Jews 
thus form nearly 8 per cent. of the total inhabitants. On the initiation of the 


new r/gime, a Central Representative Parliament was formed, composed of all 
parties in the country, including the Jews. About 70 per cent. of the seats on 
this body ‘vere held by Ukrainians proper, the remainder being allocated 
to representativés of the Jews, the Poles, and Great Russians. This 
Parliamentary body showed itself willing to grant more concessions to 
Jews than bad any otherconstituent assembly inhistory. Itconceded autonomy 
to all minorities in the State, and three Ministers were appointed for the affairs 
of these minorities, including the Jews. A noteworthy act of the Parliament was 
to appoint a Court of Cassation, those judges being selected who had had the 
courage to oppose the Russian Government in the Beilis trial. In April, 1918, 
I was almost unanimously selected as a member of this Court.” 

Dr. Margoline went on to describe the changes which took place when the 


original Ukrainian Government was overthrown, and superseded by the 
Hetman Government. 


Dr. Arnold Margoline. 


“At the end of April the Hetman Government came into power, and the 


Central Parliament was abolished, The autonomy of minorities was also with- 
drawn, but no serious inroads were made on the political rights of the Jews 
The Court of Cassation was not disturbed, and the members were given the title 
of Senator, A Jew, M. Gutnik, of Odessa, was appointed Minister of Commerce. 
The Hetman régime lasted eight months, and when it was overthrown by Pitlouria, 


the new Government restored the autonomy of minorities and again appointed 
Jewish Ministers. M. Goldelmann, a member of the Poalei Zion, received an 
Under-Secretaryship, and I was appointed Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs. 
I retained my seat on the Court of Cassation, though I did not act in m 

judicial capacity while I held a portfolio. Jews were also included in the 
various diplomatic missions despatched by the Ukraine Government to foreign 
countries. Thus, Dr. Vishnitzer, the well-known historian, and one of the 
editors of the Jewish encyclopxdia published in Russia, is one of the secretaries 
of the English mission. Jews are included imthe press and secretarial sections 
of the French mission, and a Jew is one of the secretaries of the Dutch mission.” 


THE POGROMS. 


How do you reconcile the outbreak of pogroms with this favourable attitude 
towards the Jews ? 


“ There is this difference between the pogroms which have unhappily taken 
place in the Ukraine and those which occurred under the Tsarist régime. 
Whereas the latter were instigated and connived at by the authorities, the 
Ukraine Government has steadfastly set its face against the pogroms, and it has 
had no part in, or responsibility for, them. Atthetimeof Pitlouria's coup d 
at the end of November, 1918, I myself read, in numerous towns and villages in 
the Ukraine, proclamations issued by the Government strongly condemniny 
pogroms, explaining to the people that the Jews were fellow-citizens and brothers 
who were helping in the evolution of the Ukrainian State, and to whom the fulle:: 
rights were due. The proclamations declared that pogroms must tend to 
discredit the Ukraine in the eyes of the civilised world, and those who took part 
in them were no friends of their country. Unfortunately, after the Bolshevists took 
Kieff, and disintegration set in among the ranks of the Ukrainian forces, the worst 
elements of the army started pogroms. Once more the Government disavowed 
them, sentenced the perpetrators to death, expressed their deepest sympathy with 
the Jews, and promised the fullest compensation tothe sufferers. I must unhappily 
admit that the last pogroms as to which I have information—those of February 
and March last—were very bad, thousands of Jews being killed. They were 
instigated by criminals, Black Hundreds, and Bolsheviks, who wished to dis- 
credit the Ukrainian Government. These events made a ceep impression upon 
me, and at the end of March I tendered my resignation. I stated that I was 
aware that the Government were not to blame for the pogroms, but that, asa 
Jew, I felt that I could not retain an official position in a country where my 
brethren were being massacred. My resignation was not accepted, and the 
Government begged me to continue to give my services at least abroad, and I 
was appointed as one of a mission uf foir to represent the Ukraine at the Peace 
Conference, my colleagues bsing the former Ministers, MM. Sidorenko, 
Paneiko, and Choulgin. The prevalence of pogroms in the Ukraine may be 
partly attributed to the fact that the Ukrainians, althouzh constituting a dis- 
tinct political entity, were subject for 300 years to Russia, and have acquired, 
as an evil inheritance, what I may call the pogrom habit. It is at least a matter 
for satisfaction that there is no anti-Semitic tendency in the Ukraine Govern- 
ment, which differs in this respect, very notably, from that prévailing in Poland. 
It is to the progress of democratic ideals in the Ukraine that we must look for 
the elimination of the evil pogrom element.” 


THE JEWS AND BOLSHEVISM. 


Dr. Margoline added his voice to the general testimony of leading Russian 
Jews as to the small part which Jews have taken in the Bolshevist movement. 

“The connection of the Jews with the Bolshevist movement is infinitesimal, 
During the elections to the All-Russian National Assembly, as well as in the 
communal and local Government elections, an unusual phenomenon was the 
extraordinary national spirit evinced by the Jews. The Zionist, and sim lar 
national Jewish organisations, accounted for 70 per cent of all the Jewish 
votes. This alone refutes the incorrect rumours as to the majority of the Jews 
being adherents of the Bolshevists. It cannot be denied that a few Jews are to 
be found in the Bolshevist ranks, but the percentage of Bolshev s's among the 
Jews is very small. At the Jewish communa! elections throughou: Russia there 
were voting lists of all kinds of parties—Zionists, Orthodox, Buadists, United 
Socialists, etc.—but there was never a Bolshevist ticket. Moreover, among 
the sailors of the Kussian Fleet, who played so notable a part in the Bolshevist 
movement, there are no Jews whatever. Just as the superior speed o! auto- 
mobiles over horsed vehicles gives the impression of the numerical superiority 
of the former, so the superior energy of the Jews in whatever they undertake 
gives an exaggerated impression of their numerical strength in any political 
party.” 

THE ITO AND ZIONISM., 

“I may here explain,” said Dr. Margoline in conclusion, “what has 
been in the past the difference between the standpoints of ‘the Ito 
and the Zionists, The Zionists have always acted as a political party, 


taking part as such in State elections, whereas the Territorialists have 
permitted their adherents to follow their own political predilections. 
An opportunity now occurs for the two organisations to co-operate, and 
my proposals in this connection have already been ratified by my friends, 
Mr. Zangwill, as the head of the movement, and by Dr. Jochelmann, who was 
the originator of, and played so notablea part in, the organisation of the Galves on 
scheme. Jewish political aspirations in Palestine can only be fully achieved when 
the Jews form a majority in that country, and only a well organised emigration 
movement to the Holy Land can bring about that result in the fullness of time. 
The sympathies which have been evoked in England and the United States for 
a Jewish development of Palestine should facilitate this movement, and the 
Zionists and Itoists must put forth their best efforts unitedly to set the machinery 
in motion. If the attempt unhappily fails, then the Ito will once more have to 
revert to its former programme Butfor the moment I can promise that the lto 
will work strenuously in co-operation with the Zionists for the support of 
Palestinian aspirations.”

SAUL’S REPROBATION. 


«tnd Saul said unto Samuel: Yea, I have hearkened to the voice of the Lord, and 
nave cone the way which the Lord sent me, and have brought Agag, the King of Amaleh, 
et have utterly destroyed the Amalehites,''—I1 Samuel, xv., 30.

When Saul came to meet Samuel, saying he had done'the will of the Lord, 
he was expressing his honest belief. He was not a hypocrite detected in the 
act of pretence, and merely seeking to brazen it out and put a good face upon it. 
He believed what he said. He fancied himself obedient to the command of 
God, and the words of Samuel. He did not know what obedience meant. 
Pretence was not one of his faults, but his fault was religious incapacity. He 
had not the faculty to know what real religion meant, He might know ina 
general way that religion meant a full surrender of one's will to God, but he 
was too blunt in areligious sense to know what a full surrender was. Heknew 
that God demanded obedience, but he could not penetrate to the knowledge of 
what obedience in the fullest sense signified. He took a general compliance 
with the Divine Command to be obedience. He lacked religious depth. He 
was not an irreligious man, still less washe an immoral man. But religion was 
not able to make much of him. He had general notions of what religion 
demanded, but he could not realize it in its depth. He was like 
so many people that we come across who consider themselves to be 
good Jews, but whose Judaism is only skin deep. They imagine they 
are complying with the requirements of their faith, but their compliance is of a 
very superficial character. And possibly this religious incapac'ty of Saul goes 
some way to explain his madness, We sometimes attribute the fal! of his mind 
to jealousy. But though he was profoundly jealous, his madness had shown 
itself long before David was known to him, It is described as 


AN EVIL SPIRIT FROM THE LORD 


that troubled him, And the shepherd youth, famed for his skill on the harp, 
was first brought into Saul’s presence toquell with his sweet sounds the unquiet 
demon of the King’s mind. But this unquietness would seem to have sprung 
from a feeling that circumstances around bim were wrong. He was 
disappointed with his position. He knew that he was unsuccessful 
as a Kong, and he brooded over the knowledge. The rebuking personality 
of Samuel haunted him. He would do right but he could not. It was beyond 
him, this kingdom of God of which he had been made king. He felt his 
incompetence for the position imposed on him; and the feeling preyed on him, 
even to madness, The want of religious devoutness in many people is, as we 
have already suggested, a common experience in our intercourse with the world. 


There are characters which are incapable of being deeply religious. We see 
them sometimes in our own families. They are net necessarily devoid of moral 
worth. they may be high-minded, truthful, honourable and possessed of fine 
feelings. but it is impossible to make them deeply religious. This was pre- 
cisely the character of Saul. He wasin the highest sense what we would term 


aman of honour; all the qualities that go to make up a chivalrous character 
were united in him. He was gallant, brave, generous, and possessed qualities of 
mind and heart which corresponded to his outward appearance. Commenting 
on | Samuel, xiii., 1, our Sages tell us that he was pure as achild of a year 
old when he was called to reign over Israel. His modesty in hiding himself 
away on the day of election is very remarkable. Nor less noteworthy is the 
chivalous courage with which he rushes to the relief of the men of Jabesh 
Gilead against Nahash the Ammonite. And the end of his career is marked 
by an act of noble self-sacrifice, when on the field of Gilboa he falls upon his 
sword, moved at the bidding of a fastidious honour, lest the unclean 
hands of the uncircumcised Philistines should abuse him, And his almost 
immaculate private life was in striking contrast to that of many of his 
successors. Nor can we forget the tenderness and compunction and 
bitterness of regret, when he perceived David's generosity in sparing 
his life: * how he wept, and turned for ever from persecuting him. 
When we reflect on this and other pussages of his life, we feel that he was 
struggling with a task beyond him, and taking his inability to heart until his 
mind became unstrung. Instead of the sweet music of reason we hear the 
dissonance of jangled bells, all out of tune and harsh. When Samuel uttered 
his threat of reprobation, and Saul begged," I have sinned, vet honour me now, 
I pray thee before the elders of my people, and before Israel, and turn again 
with me that I may worship the Lord thy God,” and Samuel conceded his 
request—what was Saul asking and Samuel conceding? Did he merely want 
momentary recognition, and did Samuel gratify his wish out of mere good 


nature? May we not believe that Saul's request was due rather to 
THE KING’S SENSE OF PROPRIETY, 
to that feeling of dignity and what was becoming which was so 


characteristic of the man? He knew’ he been rejected for 
ever, and nothing could now alter the Divine decree. But he felt he 
must not fling down the reins of government in order to lament over 
his personal rejection. He had duties as well as interests, and to those duties 
he would continue to devote bimself as long as he ruled. We may even draw 
a parallel in this respect between Saul and Moses, when Moses was cebarred 
from entering the promised land, At that moment it was made clear to the 
prophet that he was not going to receive that which he had set bis heart upon, 
that he would not attain that which his earlier life had given promise of, that 
he must fall out of the ranks and let the glorious array pass bim by. But 
Moses—and Saul seems to have acted in a like spirit—does not allow the 
Divine judgment to paralyse his activities. He accepts his destiny, and 
endeavours to lose himself as much as he can in the general in- 
terests which have been committed to him, in which he would have 
a large share still, though not the high one he at one time dreamed of having. 
Such a life as that of Saul cannot be read without affecting us. If we learnt 
nothing more from it than the sorrowfulness of this human life, and the failure 
of it, we should not have read it in vain. Saul’s failure was conspicuous 
because he occupied a conspicuous place. Every eye could see it. He began 
well; he rose for a time to conceptions befitting his place. But his fall from 
grea'ness was calamitous, and it was such a fall as we may observe occasionally 
in those about us who entirely disappoint the promise of their earlier years. A 
father shows himself to be lacking in the qualities of fatherhood, in the sense 
of parental responsibility; a mother shows herself heediess of that sacred 
relation of motherhood which imposes upon her the duty of training her 
children in piety. Such things are tragic in their consequences and such lives 
can only end in disastrous failure. But our destinies are not altogether in our 
own hands; we cannot do everything by mere force of our own will, There is 
something above our will, moving us for purposes that are wider than our own 
‘mmediate failure or success. And so it seems to have been with Saul. He 
did not desire the throne, it was thrust upon him. In God's providence he was 
put into it, incapable as he was. The very glaringness of his failure served to 
draw attention to the loftiness of the office. Does this mean that God uses us 
or general purposes irrespective of our own personal interests ? o He 
uses us for the influence of all, but always, also, in such @ way as to In eong es 
ourselves, Saul was used to teach a great lesson; but we may be sure t iene 
Was not used as a mere dead thing. Being called to rule a pg’ is 
character was in the end developed ina way in which it would never have 
town had he remained all his life a common subject. 


A Great Communal Scheme. 

The Status of the Anglo-Jewish Ministry, - 

From “CLERICUS JUDAICUS.” 


[To THe Eprror.] 


Sir,—It is a platitude in Anglo-Jewry that our British Jewish Community 
has hitherto possessed no constructive policy whatever for the strengthening of 
traditional Judaism in Britain. An occasional visit to the synagogue, together 
with periodical card parties, have formed the typical ties which have bound 
Jews and Jewesses to their race and faith. And British Jewry at last is realising 
that something must be done at once to check the flood of irreligion and cynicism 
that threatens to submerge the British Jewish Community. 

It is high time that Jews’ College should be removed from London to 
Oxford or Cambridge. This should, in my opinion, have been done years ago. 
We are living in progressive times: and while we should like to see the best 
qualities both of Judaism and Jewishness engrained in our clergy, we reco! 
with horror from the notion that they should be “sheenified ” (to use the best 
word possible), to such an extent that no broadminded person could possibly 
have the slightest respect for ther: as spiritual leaders of the great British Jewish 
Community. Personally, I should like to see Jews’ College at Ox'ord, incor- 
porated as a constituent college of the University. While at Oxford the 
students should be encouraged to join the Union, speak at debates, and so be 
prevented from forming a little Ghetto of their own. There should be a very 
strong British element about the new Jews’ College, so that British rouths might 
not say as they do now, that Jews’ College is simply a Russian Yeshiva with 
elements of Berlin and Viennese “ Kultur ” thrown in. 

Otherwise it is certain that Mr. Robert Waley Cohen will never realise his 
ambition of a British-born Jewish clergy. The teaching must be adapted to the 
Oxford spirit, which aims at sending out into the world not consumptive pedants 
broken in health and of poor physique, but educated English gentlemen. The 
Students of the new Jews’ College should be encouraged to participate in all 
the social and athletic activities which form the vital and indispensable part of 
the great Oxford training. They must aim at being not merely bookmen, but 
simply men, They should know their Aristotle as well as their Maimonides. 
their Dante and Shakespeare, as well as their Bible and Talmud. On the other 
hand, Jewish learning must be a strong feature of the Oxford Jews’ Colleye 
It should not produce men who, while they mav be connoisseurs in liqueurs and 
cigars, experts at bridge or solo whist, cannot spot a biblical text or reada 
passage from the Midrash. We must have blended in our future clergy the hest 
elements, both of Jewish learning and of British cu'ture. 

There is another important aspect to the scheme, and that is the religious 
re-organisation of the Community and its attitude to the futureclergy tt may be 
said with perfect truth that Provincial Jewry treat their clergy like office bovs 


Many provincial ministers agree with Major Dr. Redcliffe Salaman being 


anxious to forget all about their own congregations. The lives of these men are 
made unbearable by petty persecutions, malice, needless eritici-m, and a‘ 
bearing. The wardens act like warders in many cases towards th > poor minister. 


Especially is this the case in the smaller centres. The duties of pre cl: 
teacher, nursemaid and district visitor, and in some towns of shochet, burche 
and collector, are the sine qua non of the provincial minister's ofhce. How many 
provincial ministers have time to do any literary study or to refresh their presen: 
learning? How can a man devote his mind to great ideals and noble aspira 
tions, when he is expected to confine his intellectual ambitions to five o'clock 
tea twaddle and school-treats? The congregations come to the synagogue 
on the Festivals or Sabbaths well-dressed and well-fed, and lean back, rea ‘y to 
criticise the slightest defect in the Reading of the Law or in the sermon, 
while the poor provincial minister, instead of reading the Law o 
preaching the sermon with a peaceful, untroubled mind, intent on his sacred 
task, is worrying himself to death about his grocery bill or the acc unt 
he has to settle for his wife's pair of shoes. And yet the com- 
munities think it their heaven-enjoined tak to criticise, worry ani harass 
and spy upon, the poor provincial jewish minister! And thus, the 
aged provincial ministers, bent and broken with actua! poverty, receive an 
illumiaated address with a-charming tribute from the wealthy wardens; and 
then retire, penniless—to die. But the Jewish minister, whatever lis fau ts, 
has aspark of the old Maccabean spirit in him; and goes ahead bravely, 
fighting God's battle among an ignorant, purse-proud multitude, crying out in 
the privacy of his home; “How long, O Lord, how long?” 

All this must immediately be set right. As an annual stipend, 4390 
would be a reasonable minimum asa start. Thus, knowing his congrezati n s 
not responsible, directly, for his livelihood, the minister would be free to act 
and speak as he thinks fit; not a dignified flunkey any longer, but a leader in 
Jewry. Thus, we would have a clergy of men with great hearts and greater 
souls; Englishmen of universal sympathies, Jews of deep learning

Sir,—In reading your report of the proceedings at Jews’ College with 
reference to its re-establishment and endowment in a University town, | was 
struck by the fact that no reference was made to one who had for years urged 
the adoption of this procedure. 

I refer to the late Mr. Albert H. Jessel, whose keen criticism of the College 
was always tempered by his efforts to make the Community see that something 
of greater utility and less waste of effort was necessary if Jews’ College was to 
be a real pillar of strength to the ministerial and educational well being of 
British Jewry. 


We are asked to state that the terms of the resolution adopted by the 
Council of Jews’ College in reference to the Jewish War Memoria! Scheme are 
as follows :— 

Provided that the teaching of the College shall continue to be in accordance with 
the principles of traditional Jedaism, and provided that a sufficient endowment be 
raised, the Council approves of the proposal to transfer Jews' College to Oxford or 
Cambridge as part of a large memorial scheme for the strengthening of Judaism in 
the British Empire. 

The addenda having reference to traditional Judaism and sufficient endow- 
ment were made to the original resolution on the suggestion of the Chief Rabbi. 


In reference to the observations attributed to Major Dr. Redcliffe 
Salaman, in a speech made by him at the special meeting of Jews’ College, as 
reported in our last issue, he desires us to state that he did not in the criticisms 
he made refer to the Rev. L. A. Falk or to any Chaplain sent out from 
England, As a matter of fact in the course of his speech Major Salaman 
referred to Mr. Falk in terms of high praise. 


Major Lionel de Rothschild has been compelled to postpone the meeting 
for promoting the scheme (originally fixed for the 25th inst.) for a few days, 
The exact date will be duly announced,

THE EDINBURGH “JEWISH” COLLECTIONS. 


At last we have been favoured with some accounts of the “Jewish” funds 
organised under the auspices of Mr. Missionary Levison and his Edinburgh friends 
(says the Jewish World) and we are not surprised at finding that they provide 
interesting reading. There is, however, one matter which they attempt to 
explain, but by no means overcome, and that is the real purpose which 
animated these collections. We are told in these reports that it was pure 
philanthropy, a sheer desire to help Jews who were in bitter distress, that 
moved Mr. Levison and his friends to organise them. Anything like prose- 
lytising motives or any notion of helping the proselytising movement, was far 
from their tnoughts, Yet, we find that the first act of the Fund was to entrust 
a considerable sum to the Rev. H. Wilkinson, who at the time was engaged in 
missionary work among Jews in Russia. A great deal of play is made in the 
reports of the opposition, to Levison’s Russian Fund, of the United Free 
Church, which objected to it because it was not organised with missionary 
motives. But our understanding of the opposition of the body referred to was 
that it objected to Levison's fund, because those responsible pretended that it 
was not organised to subserve perversion propaganda, while it was so in fact. 
In other words they opposed the humbug of it. 

Now apart from the am unt that was entrusted to Mr. Wilkinson, what do 
all the professions of freedom from perversion bias amount to, when we set 
them against Mr. Levison's assurances contained in the annual reports to his 
own Medical Mission of the value of the fund as an adjunct to the work of the 
mission? If the fund was really free from any idea of helping missionary work, 
why did Mr. Levinson report of its progress from time to time to the Medical 
Mission? If the obj-ct of the collection was as uninfluenced by perversion ideas 
as the reports now issued would have us believe, is it not at least strange that the 
identical peop'e who were engaged in it formed, with perhaps one excep ion, at its 
initiation, the Committee of the Medical Mission of which Mr. Levison was the 
chief officer? Indeed, the Medical Mission Committee was Medical Mission 
Committee at one spot in Edinburgh and Jewish Relief Fund in another. 
Finally, if the asseverations in the report aretrue, then Mr. Levison—in a letter 
which we hold and to which we have before this referred—was playing a some- 
what doubtful part, when he assured a Christian lady that the object of the Fund 
was the easier to get at the hearts and the homes of Jews. 

Our opposition to Levison's enterprises from the beginning, has been, as 
we have said n times, because it was always obvious that the Fund was 
missionary-tainted, and that the people who organised the Fund were active 
perverters. They were men whose occupation was such as should forbid any 
self-respecting Jew accepting their relief or-countenancing such succour for 
fellow-Jews in distress. That Baron Gunzburg took their money was disgrace- 
ful, unless he did it in ignorance of the true facts of the case ; and that three 
genilemen belonging to the Anglo-Jewish Community should have become 
patrors of Levison’s Fund was a deep misfortune. They withdrew after the 
mistake was pointed out to them, bat not until after vainly trying, as the report 
before us shows, to devise a means for making the Fund appeur free from 
missionary inflaence—a piece of camouflage to which, to their credit be it 
noted, Levison and his friends would not lend their concurrence. But we can- 
not belp remarking that two of the three gentlemen who made this faux pas 
and fell into Mr. Levison's carefully !aid trap, were also signatories to the 
notorious letter, in writing which the ten flles of our Community walked so 
gleefully into the parlour of the Morning Post. In each case, the fault lay in 


tactlessless and lack of perspicacity, added toa peculiar aptitude for taking, in 
matters Jewish, the wrong turning.

M. SOKOLOW’S MESSAGE,

All through these years of twilight I looked forward, as yo 
for I often expressed my hopes to you, to London becoming one day the centre 
movement. That day has now arrived. Your devotion is gaining recognition, and : 
is the immediate reward of having the centre of Jewry in your midst. But the: 
tion of these long years in which we worked side by side, in hope and in feir 
me regret all the more that Iam absent from you to-day. During the past | 
we have covered along distance on the roadto Eretz Israel, but we have 
finished our journey.

in the Eastoft Europe. We are straining al our efforts to do what we can to 


them, to prevent the repetition of the atrocities that have been committed aga ‘ 
brothers and sisters. We know not what effect our efforts will have, but of the s th 
of those efforts there will be no diminution, But remember our sages have tod us 
that our restoration to our ancient land will be preceded by the birth patrys, by Me 
agonies that precede every birth. Let us look on the agonies of our people that the 


past months have seen as the birth pangs, the undoubted presage of our return. 


A message from M. Ussischkin, in Hebrew, was also read. In the course 
of his letter he said : 


Forty years ago there began among [Israel in the Diaspora the movement for the 
return to the land of their ancestors, to renew there Israei’s national and | il 
centre. The first to take part in this movement were the Jews of Eastern bv rope, 
from whom also came the first pioneers who have laid, in the land of their jist, the 
foundations of the future. After them came the Jews of Central Europe, who created 
our Zionist organisation. Then arrived the days of crisis—the universal war, and our 
fresh Yiskhub wasin danger. At that time came the turn of the American Jew ave 
it from complete disaster... There remained the Jews of Western Europe the 
greatest centre of the Jews of Western Europe, the English Jews, who were st! 


indebted to the movement and the: Jewish renaissance. They sp encwy 
fulfilled their duty. By their influence we obtained the _ politica! 


the Balfour Declaration. This is your glorious work! This is the best 
evidence that the Jewish nation is ome. There are no political bo ries 
between them. One great hope unites al! our brethren wherever they may Dé, 


and every part of the Jewry participates in the work of the building of our 


new sanctuary, according to the law of the Bible. Those who goto the war auc (nose 
who remain to guard the vessels have to share in the same measure. The remem 
brance of the Jews of our generation in the whole of Europe and America wi! maia 
for ever as the builders of our land and our State. Some will go and work io te

Mr. H. BENTWicH moved the following resolution : 

This Conference of English Zionists expresses its profound indignation at the 
Sanguinary massacres organised by the Polish legionaries and mob agains! the 
defenceless Jewish populations of Pinsk, Wilna, Lida, and over one hundred other 
towns in Poland, surpassing in their cruelty all the horrors of the pogroms of uss! 
and calls upon the governments assembled at the Peace Conference at Paris to yor 
prompt steps to stop the continuance of these outrages against humanity, right, 8° 
justice for the Jewish people in the new State. This Conference further invites al 
communities of Jews to join in and support this protest and appeal to the Powers. 


Mr, M. SHIRE seconded the resolution, which was carried unanimously. 
PALESTINE RESTORATION FUND. | 
Dr, ScuMARYA Levin delivered an address in Yiddisb, in which he outliaed 
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the need for a further effort in continuation of the work done in connection 
with the Zionist Preparation Fund. He moved the following resolution : 

That this meeting of the representatives of Zionist organisations of the United 
Kinedom pledges itself to use its utmost endeavours for the cause of the Eretz Israel 
Restoration Fund. 

Mr. H. SACHER seconded the resolution, which was supported by Mr:

THE NEW BALAAM., 


At the afternoon sitting, which was held at the College of Ambulance, 
Vere Street, Mr. PAUL GOODMAN, presided. 

Mr. Il. M. SIRFF gave an interesting account of the way in which the Zionist 
Preparation Fund had been spent and of the work carried out in connection 
with the disbursement of the Fund by the Zionist Commission. He added that 
the full accounts, together with an explanatory statement, would be published 
jater. 

A discussion ensued on the report. 

Ir. WEIZMANN, replying to points raised in the course of the discussion, 
mentioned that the Evelina de Rothschild School in Jerusalem and the Alliance 
Schools in Palestine still stood outside the general system of Hebrew education, 
but he thought that they would be forced by the pressure of events to come 
into line. It was not politic to use any pressure in regard to the Alliance 
Schools, as they were already being accused of working against French insti- 


tutions in the country. This was one of the weapons used by M. Sylvain 
Lévi in bis attempt to discredit the movement. Referring to the criticism 
which had been made of his speech in the morning, that it was pessimistic in 


ione, he said it would be easy to come to them and tell them that everything 
was well. He would not purchase popularity by concealing difficulties. But 
po strength on earth could keep the Jewish people out of Palestine. He had 
ithe British Government so. He was not an optimist, however, at any 
‘ce. He would not deceive them. They were surrounded by enemies. They 
‘ered from their ancestors, who built up their re-settlement with a sword in 
ve hand and a trowel in the other. It was now unfortunately necessary to 
ea swordin both hands. What had happened’? A statement had been 

blished by Dr. Dillon—a new Balaam. Speaking with emotion, he asked 
em: Did they believe Dillon, or did they believe him? Did they believe in 
ther leaders or in their enemies’ His optimism was not built on the Balfour 
Declaration, It was built ona declaration made 4,000 years ago. Whatever 
the Peace Conference might decide, they would goto Palestine. (Loud cheers). 

lt was announced that the promises to the Restoration Fund amounted to 
£43,000. It was desired to raise £100,000 in the United Kingdom. 

Major SCHONFIELD addressed the Conference on the importance of 
securing Zionist representatives on the Board of Deputies. He moved a 
resolution on the subject, which was seconded by Dr. SAMUEL DAICHEs, and 
carried unanimously. 

At the evening sitting a discussion took place on the report of the Federa- 
tion, which was adopted. 
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MONDAY. 


The sitting of Monday morning, under the chairmanship. of Mr. Paur 
GOODMAN, was almost entirely devoted to the proposed alteration of the 
Constitution, After a protracted discussion, the proposals were referred to a 
committee to prepare a workable scheme. A number of messages greeting the 
Conference were read. 

Dr. MAX Norpavu- sent from Madrid the following message :— 

Dear FRIENDS,—-At the present turning point of the world's history, every 
Z.onist ought to be fully conscious of his collective and individual duty. The dream 
cf the Ghetto is finished. The wideawake action and creation has begun. We have 
no right to squander the smallest particie of our energy tn inner frictions and in vain 
polemics with the brutal or sneaking traitors to our race. The day will come when 
we shall have time to deal with them if it should then still be worth our while; now 
we need every bit of our force for positive work. We must prove to the attentive world, 
friends ‘and foes, our firmness of purpose, clearness of thought, and capacity for 
organisation. We must spare no effort for securing the full extension of the historic 
frontiers of oar Eretz Israel so as not to be throttled by artificially and arbitrarily 
narrowed boundaries. We must obtain power for requiring doubtful owners of the 

of our country to submit to an impartial inquest the tithe deeds on the strength of 
woich they pretend to hold the land. We must be granted the right of ridding vast— 
and waste—regions from the roamings of barbarous nomadism, and of implanting 
there culture, order, and settled conditions. If we carry these three vital points, we 
need not tarry at a paltry scheme of employing some fifty years for introducing a 
hundred thousand colonists in our homeland, but shall be in a position to secure in 

e-tenth of that time to twenty times as many Jews a permanent home. Let us all 
rise and turn our face to the East—as in prayer. Let us all concentrate our thought 
in single-minded fervour on our unique immediate task—as in prayer. Let us all 
consider as a sin every interruption, every diverting of our attention to extraneous 
oo jects—as in prayer. This is the programme I venture to propose for this solemn 
hour. May your work be. biessed |! 


Sir ALFreD Monp, Bart., M.P., after expressing with regret his inability to 
attend the Conference, wrote in part : 


Never have the prospects of Zionism been greater than to-day, and never has its 
position placed greater responsibilities upon the leaders and their followers. The 
realisation of the great scheme of establishing a national home for the Jewish people 
in Palestine and the bringing into practical being of the ideal so long striven for 
requires courage, patience, statesmanship, and energy. The reconstruction of a 
country desolated by centuries of misrule is naturally a difficult task. Its successful 
achievement, of which I have no doubt, will be a lasting monument to the practical 
Statesmanship of our race applied to its ancient home. I have the fullest con- 
idence in the leadership of those who during this anxious time have ren- 
dered such incalculable services to the cause of Zionism, and by their tact and 
s>ility have won the sympathy and confidence of all those authorities whose hearty 
co-operation is essential to the fulfilment of our task. I am proud to have been 
allowed to some extent to co-operate in their labours, We must now come forward 
prepared to show that there is no sacrifice which we are not prepared to make, and no 
help which we are not prepared to give, in order to grasp the great opportunity that 
offers itself to our hands, and, furthermore, to convince the world that our object is no 
narrow one, but, in the widest and clearest sense of the word, the re-establishment of 
culture and prosperity on the banks of the Jordan. 


Justice Louis D. Brandeis sent the following cab!e from New York: 

_ Meeting at most auspicious moment in history of Zionist Movement, it is the 
privilege of Zionists of England to co-operate with their great leader, Dr. Weizmann, 
to their fullest capacity in the extraordinary but hopeful tasks which lay before all of 
us everywhere in the rebuilding of the. Jewish Homeland. Deliberate patience and 
daily self-sacrifice and utmost individual effort in time, and money and ability will 
assuredly now enable us to pass, step by step, from the aim defined in the Basle 
programme, to the fullest realisation, Greetings from all fellow-Zionists in America.

LEVIN briefly addressed the gathering. 


TUESDAY. 
THE PROPOSED NEW CONSTITUTION, 

On Tuesday morning the discussion on the proposed changes of the Con- 
stitution was renewed. The discussion was continued in the afternoon, but led 
to no definite result. A proposal to postpone the further consideration of the 
scheme for a special conference to be called later was carried. The upshot of 
this resolution is that the Federation will retain its name and the various other 
Zionist organisations will not, as has been projected, become constituents of 
one Zionist central organisation in England, 

A resolution was agreed to, after considerable discussion, recommending 
the Zionist leaders to-take all possible steps with regard to the anti-Jewish 


agitation, that was becoming an increasing danger to the Jewish community in 
England. 


ELECTIONS, 

The following were elected : 

President, Dr. C. Weizmann; London Vice-Presidents, Rev. J. K. Gold- 
bloom and Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches; Provincial Vice-Presidents, Mr. H- 
Sacher, B.A., and Mr. I, Siefi; Hon. Secretary, Mr. P. Horowitz, B.Sc. ; 
London Members of Council, Messrs. Paul Goodman, M. Shire, Israel 
Cohen, B.A., L. Eisen, L. Kessler, Leon Simon, H. Snowman, M. L. 
Perlzweig, B.A., and I. Passoff, and Miss O. Ginzburg; Provincial Members 
of Council, Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches, the Rev. I. Raffalovich, Dr, S. Brodeisky, 
Dr. S. ]. Fox, Messrs. Percy P. Baker, Sol Cohen, H. Roskin, N. I. Adler, 
and Jerome Jacobs, and Mrs. I. M> Sieft. 

Dr. WEIZMANN closed the Conference with an address, in the course of 
which he said that he was safe in stating that the whole of Anglo-Jewry, with 
a very insignificant exception, was on the side of the Zionists, Referring to the 
Restoration Fund which had been opened, he said that the sum of £100,000 was 
expected from England, and they would not be content with less. He again 
pointed out that there was not the slightest ground to be pessimistic about the 
prospects of the realisation of Zionism. There were fresh attempts in certain 
Jewish quarters to come to a certain understanding. The Zionists were always 
prepared to co-operate with any and everybody at work in Palestine, but on the 
sole condition that it should be on Jewish lines. The time was fast approaching 
when it would not be possible for any Jew to stand at the parting of the ways. 
Either he would join the Zionist ranks or he would leave the Jewish camp. 
Referring to the coming work in Palestine, he said that as regarded the 
industrial development in the country, that would be easy compared with the 
great task of agricultural development. It was that branch of activity that 
demanded all their attention. He drew a lurid picture of the Jewish tragedy in 
Eastern Europe, particularlyin Poland, The Jews were being mangled in the 
new political machines in those countries, and it was therefore their tenfold 
duty to hasten the Geulah, It was also their duty to do everything in their 
power to put a stop to the outrages against Jews in Poland. Zionism being the 
quintessence of everything Jewish, it fell upon the Zionists to keep a watchlul 
eye on 

WHAT WAS HAPPENING IN POLAND. 


They could not, perhaps, be very belpful in that direction, but they were not 
going to be silent onlookers. They must proclaim before the world, and most 
particularly acquaint the British Government that they were not going to allow 
themselves to be massacred, and that they would use all possible means to 
defend vital Jewish interests. Poland should know that it was within the 
power of the Jews to make bera great State orasmallone. There was but 
one thing in which the Jews could not compete with Poland—they could not 
make pogroms. That was nota Jewish habit. But they wished most emphatic- 
ally to say that Poland was not going to build up a State on the innocent blood 
of their sisters and brothers. (Great applause.) Referring to Syria, Dr. 
Weizmann said that the opposition in that country to Zionist demands had 
increased, In certain quarters the principle of self-determination was brought 
in as against a Jewish Palestine. That principle could not be applied to the 
Jews with regard to Palestine, because the 60,000 Jews who were in Palestine 
were the representatives of the fourteen millions outside that country. And it 
was the millions that the world had to take into account. The will and 
determination of the Jewish people were centred on Palestine, and they were 
going to have it. The immediate need was the creation in Palestine of such 
conditions as to enable the country to absorb within the next four or five years, 
after preparations had been made, a considerable number of Jewish immigrants. 
He had every reason to be confident that they would obtain from the Peace 
Conference the immediate economic conditions. 

Mr. I. Goldstein, of Ukrainia, addressed the gathering, amd Dr. A. S, 
Yahuda delivered an address in Hebrew. 

' The proceedings closed with the singing of Watikvah. 

In reference tothe Election of Officers of the English Zionist Federation we 
are desired to state that last year Mr. Cowen’s name was withdrawn from the 
list of candidates for Vice-President without his consent, and this year bis 
name was included in the list also without his consent. 


DR. WEIZMANN RETURNS TO PALESTINE. 


We understand that Dr. Weizmann, who left London yesterday for Paris, 


will proceed to Palestine early next week. © His stay in that country will be of 
a very short duration. 


MIZRACHI GATHERING, 


A meeting was held last Sunday at the Philpot Street Synagogue, under 
the auspices of the Mizrachi organisation. 

Dayan FELDMAN presided, In the course of his speech he stated that 
the object of the meeting was to strengthen the East End Mizrachi Society and 
to put it on a strong basis. The programme of the Mizrachi was the same as 
that of the Zionists in general, with the only addition that the Jewish Palestine 
should also be in accord with the Jewish Torah. He commented upon the 
rapid progress of the Mizrachi Society, which had in the course of two months 
gained in London 2,000 members, in addition to having established branches 
throughout the Provinces. The Executive were anxious ¥o increase this 
number so that they might be able to exercise a great influence on the Zionist 
Organisation, 

Rabbi Hurwitz, of Leeds, addressed the audience, pointing out that 
the formula, “according to the Jewish spirit,” must not be merely applicable 


to the Mizrachi but must also be the basis of the whole Zionist conception, 
Rabbi Rabbinowitz and others also spoke,

THE NEED OF THE HOUR+* 
By THe H. GOLLANCZ. 


READING: Psalm cxxxiii. The passage from the prophet Ezrkiel, r ad 
asthe Haphtarah of the day, opens with the following wor!s. “Now .he 
priests the Levites, the sons of Zadok, that kept the charge of My sanctuary 
when the children of Israel went astray from me, these s»all come near unto 
Me to serve Me. .. These shall enter into My sanctuary, and these 
shall come near to My table to serve Me, and they shal! keep My charge.” 

Truly an. appropriate theme for the day preceding the elections to take 
place in connection with the various congregations of what has been termed, 
with more or less reason, the Untted Synagogue. The offi ers of the Com- 
munity, as the sons of Zadok, are to be impressed with por:ance attach- 
ing to the charge which they undertake; those who « ‘ve afflairg of the 
congregation of the Lord have to regard their task as. aced ‘russ: and no 
holier and nobler work could engross their attention and interest than wren, in 
the words of our text, “they enter into God's sanctuary and come near to His 
table" to deliberate as to what is best in furtherance of the true spirit of 
Judaism and of the claims of religion and morality in general 

No more than any individual! has the right to enter upon the career of a 
Minister of Religion who does not fee! within him the call to a higher life, who 
is not prepared for a career of seif-abnegation and sacrifice, of whole-hearted 
devotion to the cause which he is about to embrace, so no indiv dua! should 
light-heartedly and without fully recognising the demands upon bis time, his 
free and independent judgment, and his temper, allow himself “1o come near 
to the table” of the Sanctuary, to join in the discussions which come before 
those who are to lead in the task of rendering every place of worship something 
more than a mere hall of assembly, which receives a few patronising visits on 
the part of the bulk of the congregation in the course of a twelvemonth 

[ will be bold to say, that for the members of any Loard of Management to 
deal adequately with the affairs of the Congregation, and to discuss in honesty 
what is best for its advancement, that is, for the spiritual advancement of the 
worshipper and of the Jewish cause, it is absolutely necessary, not that :hey 
should simply attend Board meetings, but that they should auend the syna- 
gogue Service, so that they might know how far it is satisfactory in serving its 
high and holy purpose, or how far it is wanting and open to serious criticism 

The true convition of things can only be known and gauged by immediate 
contact; and frequent regular attendance, on the Sabbaths at all events, isa 
sine quad non for anyone who thinks himself justified in pronouncing an opinion 
and taking pari in a debate on the affairs of any Congregation “ These s' all 
enter into My sanctuary, and these shall come near to My table to serve Me, 
and they shall keep My charge,” says the prophet, speaking in the name of God. 

But it is not any particular class of Jew, no special caste, that is to serve 
God, +o enter into Hss sanctuary, to come near to Histableand keep His charge. 
The wo ds of my text bave a meaning for the whole House of Isr el. 

These are anxious times for the world and humanity at large; they 
are anxious times for our brethren of the House of Israel; they are 
anxious times for our communities here. I wish I could use the singular 
‘*community,” but the truth occasionally escapes one’s lips by accident. We 
seem to be drifting, alas, from th happy state when, broacly speaking, we of 
Anglo-jJewry formed but one community; not that difference of opinion is 
harmful, not that a variety of forms of thought need breed hate, not that 
rivalry even in religious concerns might not be healthful and stimulating. 
Put we seem to be dividing ourselves up into so many fac'ions, not altogether 
amiable one to the other, and the cause dear to every warm-hearted jew is 
undoubtedly suffering in consequence. 

It is more in sorrow than in anger that I have to advert to current events, 
and to the painful confi.ct now raging within our camp. 

What frenzy bas taken hold of Anglo-Jewry that the members of our com- 
mu ity—representatives and the rank and file—the clergy as well as the laity, 
wasie so much time and temper in unseemly wranglings, ofven in hair-splitting 
differences, over larger or smaller issues? 

In our public deb.tes more emphasis is often laid upon prejudices than 
upon princ ples, and the ordinary rules of decency are noi observed by those 
who take part inthem. In the government of many an institution, in place of 
the frank expression of an independent and free judgment, there is a tendency 
to servility, which does not make for healthy action. 

The Press at times fai's to see that it is a rarer privilege for an organ guid- 
ing public .opinion to cenciliate the first elements of discontent and avoid the 
embittermenst of personalities, than to fan such differences into sparks of discord, 
ending in warfare among men, 

If mutual distrust had not existed between those who lead and those who 
are led; if there bad been a lit! more gratitude on the part of the new comer 
for the services rendered to Jewish communal life by those who had preceded 
bim as pioneers, in making the social conditions for him so different from the 
conditions which he experienced in other counties; if the “forei ner,” as soon 

as he felt himself strong enough, or even before, did not without warrant, and 
in too assertive a way decry the value of English methods and English learn ng; 
and if on the other hand, English Jews, not understanding the “ foreigner,” 
did not by their manner alienate the sympathies of this class—then, I sav, some 
good work might have been done in the Community, which would have 
redounded to the b*nefit and glory of Ang!co-Jewry and of Judaism in general, 
But as it is, many an Opportunity for good bas been lost; and where we mivht 
have looked for solidarity, for unity, for co-operation, and for a blessing, we 
now unfortunately fiad divisions and dissensions, recrimination and 
reproach. 

May God heal the breach which has been made in the body of Anglio- 
Jewry! May saner counsels prevail to check the bitter feelings now rampart 
in our rival camps! “ How good and how pleasant it is for bretiren to dwell 
together in unity! ... forthere doth the Lord command the biessing, evea 
life for evermore.” ; 

If the true Jewish consciousness pervaded all sections of the Community, 
we should soon come to understand that there is something transcend ny even the 
amour propre of the individual, and that it behoves all those who have taken 
part in the bitter fray to call for an amnesty, for a cessation o! hostiuies, so 
that the signing of the Peace Treaty of the Nations of the Wor!d should nor, 
to our chagria, fad our Community here engaged on a new internal war, which 
can only lead to one result—that of discrediting the Jewish name in the eyes of 
the whole world, 

As to the prophet Ezekiel of old, so do the words come to the preacher of 
to-day: Declare all that thou seest to the House of Israel that they 
may be ashamed of their iniquities,” 

It is because I feel that a holv charge rests with the Board of Management 
of every synagogue to deal MIND uprightly and conscientiously, in a broad 
spirit devoid of personal considerations, with such problems as are brought 
before them from time to time, that I deem it my solemn duty to refer to 
current events as a lesson and asa warning to ‘hose called uwpen te take their 
share in shaping the future destiny of our Community. 

Heaven grant that we Jews may recover the sense to see that, not only in 
our own interests, but in the interests of the world generally, no better advice 
could be followed than that of the Jewish Sage of old: 

“Be of the disciples of Aaron, loving peace, and following after it, in 
harmony wath one's fellow-creatures, and drawing them nearer to the fulfilment 
of the Holy Law.” May this be our ideal, now and at all times!

League of British Jews. 


On Sunday, Mr. MICHAEL A. GREEN Gelivered a lecture at the Libera} 
Jewish Synagogue, Hill Street, on “The Claims of the League of British Jews,” 
Rabbi MATTUCK presided. 

Mr. MICHAEL A. GREEN, in the course of his address, said that their pro- 
gramme was so simple and direct that there had not been wanting some 
sophisticated intelligences unwillirg to grasp that the League said all it meant 
and meant what it said, It had been recently asserted by what claimed to be a 
responsible public organ that the League was engaged in a vendetta ayaingt 
their foreign-born coreligionists. There could be no other grounds for this 
strange assertion than that the League was naturally unable to admit foreigners 
whether Jewish or non-Jewish, into an association dealing with British tics, 
The assertion conveniently disregarded the fact that a large proportion o: pro. 
minent communal workers who all their lives had laboured on behalf of foreign 
Jews were members of the League. The Leaguers, of course, welcomed and 
associated with all foreign Jews domiciled in this country, who wished to attach 
themselves to the Anglo-Jewish Community and to share in its activities. The 
League was further charged with causing a cleavage in the Community which, 
as a matter of indisputable fact, had made itself apparent long before, and was, 
indeed, the cause of the foundation of the League. In this country, as ig 
America, the balance of communal forces had been seriously affected by the 
arrival, following the iniquitous Russian May Laws, of large numbers of foreiyvn 
Jews. Of late years, the absorption of these immigrants had been inev):- 
ably slow, because the volume of immigration in proportion to the 
Jewish population had been greater than at any previous period, 
Fusion had received a further serious check, owing to the prevalence among 
foreign Jews of political Zionism, with its disturbing theories of Jewisi 
Nationality, against which the League acted as a much-needed barrier. The 
League represented fundamental principles 01 which Jews in this and other 
countries had obtained complete political emancipation covering their rel vious 
independence. That principle was the renunciation by Jews of any presumed 
Jewish Nationality in exchange for the full and equal citizenship in the states 
in which they dwelt. Until the rise of Jewish Neo-nationalism this principle 
was accepted in this country at least, as fully and naturally as the native air we 
breathe. Only by the frank acceptance of the cardinal principle on which the 
League insisted had Jews obtained full political equality with the nationals of the 
countries in which they lived. It was difficult to determine exactly what was 
meant by the Jewish National idea, either politically or racially. On strictly 
ethnic grounds there was no Jewish race, In any case Mr. Green agreed with 
Mr. Zimmern as to the inadvisability of regarding race as a determining 
political factor. As regards the future of Palestine, Mr. Green foresaw that 
they had an embarrassing task who would try to toe the ever-shifting line of 
an undefined and, be suspected, undefinable Neo-nationalism. The prospective 
emigrants to Palestine were not inspired by a common ideal, and the Zionist 
movement as a whole contained within it seeds of conflict and disruption. I: was 
difficult to discover the precise meaning which might have been attached at difierent 
times tothe restoration prayers. It might be safely assumed that those who had 
uttered them had not had in mind a restoration implying a political state. 
Jewish polity meant the forcible application of laws founded on, and limited to, 
the Jewish religious system. A State founded on a religious policy was an 
anachronism and an impossibility. A Jewish State would not unite the Jews 
politically ; on the contrary, as subjects of other States they might find themse! ves 
in conflict with those Jewish Jews as distinct from Palestinian Jews whom the 
nationalists desired to call into being in their Jewish State. Jews had only one 
political interest in common. To obtain and retain for all Jews a political 
status, neither inferior nor superior, but absolutely equal to, and identical 
with, their fellow-men in all countries. The League was ready to assist the 
emigration to Palestine of such Jews as were suffering from disabilities 
in Eastern Europe. While they recognised that Jews had long since 
irretrievably lost their nationality, they held that Jews. were 
united by religious and_ historical experiences. In the _ spiritual 
sense alone Jews were still “a Kingdom of Priests and a Holy nation.” 
That was why the League held the Jew an incomplete British Jew, who, whilea 
British Jew by birth or naturalisation, was not also an adherent of that faith on 
which the Community was based. No more than the synagogue did the League 
inquire into the shades of conformity to any particular standard. But though 
the relation of the Jew to the State and to his Community should both exist in 
the individual Jew, in countries where liberty reigned, they were absolutely 
distinct, Mr. Green declared himself a firm believer in communal lie, 
for the preservation of Jewish consciousness, without which Judaism 
could not live. There were many aims and functions which were common 
to all Jewish Communities, The study of re igioa, the promotion of rel)gious 
education and public worship, the pursuit of Jewish literature, scholarship, 
history and philanthropy, the practice of philanthropy, and the clear call to all 


Jews to unite in efforts to obtain for their brethren in faith, full civil and 
religious liberty in every part of the world. There surely wasarich field of 
effort in which all members of the Community, irrespective of nationality, yuld 


and should associate. Nothing of politics, but a sole and sufficient spiritual 
and historical bond, uniting Community with Community throughout tbe 
world. As the overwhelming majority of Jews desired, and were destined, to 
remain in the various countries in which they had established their homes, 't 
was not on Jews in any one centre, but on Jews in all countries, and 
upon the vigour with which they developed their common associations, that 
Judaism must chiefly depend for the influences it should exert in the 
world. The League had never ceased to be mindful of its object to fac:i:tate 
the settlement in Palestine of such Jews as might desire to make Palestine their 
home. It was hoped that the Jews who desired to establish a home in that 
land of revered religious and historical associations would thus develop a fres 
centre for the stimulation of their faith and the development of Jewish literature 
and learning. It was in that sense the generous declaration of the British 
Government should be interpreted, and it was only within those lines that it 
was likely to be realised. 

Rabbi MATTUCK expressed himself in sympathy with the theories upoa 
which the League was founded and with its attitude towards Zionism. 

A gentleman in the audience asked Mr. Green whether the letter, which 
appeared in the Morning Post signed by the Ten, was sent by the League of 
British Jews, | 

Mr. GREEN replied that the letter in question was not sent by the League 
of British Jews, but by ten very distinguished members thereof. 

Major LAURIE MAGNUS, in tendering thanks to the lecturer, said that he 
wished publicly to deny the iusinuation which had appeared in the Jewist 


CHRONICLE that he wrote articles for the Morning Post. Such an insinuauoa 
was utterly false and unfair. 


Two points of current issue emerged from the discussion that took place 00 
Mr. Green's address, says the Jewish World. One was the statement elic ted 
from him that the League of British Jews does not hold itself responsibie for 
the letter sent by some of its members to the Morning Post. The other was 4 
repudiation by Major Laurie Magnus of having written the articles in that 
journal on the subject of the letter. We are getting on; but why is Major 
Magnus so careful about the authorship which rumour (lying jade !) attaches to 
him in connection with the articles, when he approves of them so enthusiasti- 
cally? Surely the offence of writing them is venial when compared with the 
sin of supporting and encouraging their wicked intent as part of an infamous 
campaign against the Jewish people, 
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Liberal versus Orthodox Judaism. 
A Soldier’s Thoughts.

(To THE EpiTor.] 

Sir,—As a soldier just returned from France, one is rather bewildered by 
this controversy, and, at first, with the broad view which most of us learn in 
the army, one is inclined to think :—" Leteveryone adopt what form of religion 
he believes to be the best, so long as he lets me carry on in my own way.” 
However, one sees that this /aissez-faire idea will not do, because it is a human 
impossibility for a number of people, who have adopted a new form of worship, 
to refrain from trying to influence some of their associates to follow their 
example, and because the question may be of vital importance to the Jewish 
people and to the Jewish religion. : : 

As it is Liberal Judaism which is the innovation, one would like exactly to 
determine the advantages which it possesses, and, as far as I have been able to 
ascertain, the pringipal appear to be these :— 

The Liberal Jews abolish the customs and forms of worship which they do 
not think are beneficial, and omit those apparently out-of-date, some of which 
are essentially obsolete; some obsolete because they are beneath, and others 
because they are above, the intellect of the average educated Jew of to-day, 
although the fact that they are anachronisms cannot, I think, be denied by 
even the most loyal supporter of Orthodoxy. 

My knowledge is admittedly scary, and perhaps arguments which I have 
quoted as principles of Liberal Judaism are in reality only side issues. Certainly 
they embrace many details, and I think the one that strikes us most is the atti- 
tude of many women, who, being unable to take an active part in the conduct 
of the Orthodox Service, confess themselves unmoved, uninterested, and e. en 
bored by it, but who, on the other band, find the new one inspiring and help- 
ful a fact, they assert, which accounts for the infinitely more decorous conduct 
in the Liberal Jewish synagogue. 

it is clear that the foregoing arguments will appeal to many people of 
certain classes: to those who are unversed in Jewish lore and are ignorant of 
Hebrew, though well educated in other respects, and also to the Youthful Pro- 
gressionists; but what I feel we should cemember is that these are in the 
minority. Clearly, Liberal Judaism will not appeal to the thousands of un- 
educated Jews, who are content to worship in the way that has been handed 
down from father to son. I find it hard to imagine the feelings of the poor 
worker from the East End of London, who, on entering a synagogue, is greeted 
with a Christian hymn, Ido not mean that a hymn is necessarily “un-Jewish” 
because it is Christian—we have learnt too much during the war for any such 
bigoted ideas, having seen Jews proudly accept the Christian symbol in its 
two great forms, the one of bronze “for valour,” the other of wood for the 
greatest sacrifice—but the point is that the poor Jew, nurtured on the ancient 
customs of Israel, could not understand this unaccountable innovation, and 
must remain orthodox or become nothing at all. 

Is it, one considers, worth while to have two forms of worship, regulated 
by class distinction, one for the “Intellectual” and the other for the Ghetto? 
One cannot help recalling the old axiom of the divided house. 

Having just mentioned the great influence of Orthodox Judaism, one should 
look for the reason. It is one of those elusive factors, often so difficult to grasp, 
and always so hard to explain. I think, however, the following incident is 
apposite 

When the colours of a certain British regiment arrived in France, a few 
officers, not gifted with overmuch insight, scoffed at the “exaggerated esteem” 
in which they were held by the old members of the regiment. ‘What do the 
colours mean to us?” they asked. ‘“ We did our bit for the regiment while 
the war was on well enough without seeing or even hearing of them, and what 
is the good of all this fuss you are making now?” Perhaps they were right, 
and the colours meant nothing to them; but they did mean a great deal to the 
regiment, all the same. 

Neither Tommy Atkins nor the average British officer is a “ highbrow,” 
and he likes something tangible, asymbol. The colours are the symbol of his 
regiment. Like the regiment, they live on long after he and all his pals are 
dead and buried. The colours are not mere pieces of bunting; they are 
emblems of all the glorious dead who made the regiment the first in the world, 
of all the living who have helped to keep it so, and of the men whom posterity 
shall give to the same cause. 

What the colours.are to a regiment, the great Hebrew language, together 
with Jewish custom and tradition, is, I think, to the Jewish faith. Few will 
deny that these have held it together for thousands of years, and one feels that 
they can continue to do so—if all classes of Jews “ pull together,” Formulaced 
as a definite argument, I think it is this: that a great tradi‘ion (preserved by 
customs) is the mother of true sentiment, and that true sentiment is the greatest 
influence for good in the world—I would humbly suggest, even more so than 
religious teaching. 

God keep me straight as a man can go, 
And true as a man may be! 

For the sake of the hearts that were always so 
Of the men who had faith in me! 


SO wrote the poet. Can we find a better example of the influence of sentiment ?

Music and Drama. 


Mr. Albert Coates gave his second Symphony Concert at the Queen’, Hal 
yesterday week. It would be useless to attempt to describe the concer; excen: 
perhaps to say that a large audience assembled to hear Mr. Coates, anq tha 
they heard without doubt one of the greatest conductors of the age. In th 
very first item, the overture to “Tannhiuser,” which is so well-known a« . 
make comparison inevitable, Mr. Coates surpassed anything this country has 
heard for many years. By that achievement alone he would have placed him. 
self upon that list of geniuses which include such namesas Richter, Nikisch and 
Strauss. How, then, shall we speak of his interpretation of Tchaikowsky's 
“Pathétique ” symphony? It was one of the greatest musical experiences \ h 
we have had since the days of Richter. Mr. Coates has proclaimed himseif a 
classicist by his choice of programmes, and let us hope that his great. free 
personality will help to clear from England the plague of charlatanism « hich 
the public has had to endure by reason of its adoration of the bizarre. fo, we 
see in this great conductor one who is sufficiently endowed with the critical 
faculty of genius to enable him to steer between dogmatism and sensationalis~ - 
and so neither to strangle contemporary genius nor to bow to contemporary 
fashion. We may look to him to rescue music and musicians from those “ other 
considerations " which have been such a patent disgrace to our ideas of the firs: 
elements of art since the war. 

His orchestra, which at his first concert was inclined to be irresponsive. on 
this last occasion rose nobly to the lofty heights of their conductor's ambj:ion 
and were worthy of his great leadership. Mr. Coates afforded a further proof 
of his greatness by the manner in which he accompanied Miss Hilda Diderich 
in Saint-Saens’ fantaisie, “ Africa.” Miss Diderich played carefully and jn:e})). 
gently, with a simplicity that affords every hope of her becoming a great arts: 
when she matures, and Mr. Coates accompanied her with that sympathy apd 
joyous appreciation born of the true artist's conception of his subject. Indeed, 
sympathy and care are his chief characteristics, not only of tone but also of 
expression, so that his interpretations are a true mirror of the composer's mood. 
This was very noticeable in ihe Prelude and Good Friday music from “ l’ars:{a},” 
in which he followed every phrase and thought of Wagner with a reverence 
whichis only possible for one whothoroughly understands the music he is p\ayiny, 
and which had the effect of presenting in a perceptible manner the introspective 
mysticism that the composer wished to convey. 

An exceptionally large number of recitals have taken place during the past 
fortnight. At the Acolian Hall on Monday week, Miss Evelyn Denham Co kes 
created a very favourable impression by her singing. Her choice of programme 
was admirable. In the evening the hall was occupied by Mr. Herbert fryer 
for his second pianoforte recital. A prominent feature was his performance of 
Bach's Organ Prelude and Fugue in D major, in which he displayed a meticu- 
lous attention to detail and great lucidity of phrasing. 

Chamber music was heard on Tuesday week in the performance of the 
London Trio; their programme being distinguished by the inclusion of a 
Pianoforte Trio in G minor by Giacomo Orefice, which was its first performance 
in England, The composer is but little known over here, and the work in 
question, though classical in form, is lacking somewhat in originality. The 
programme also included Mendelssohn's Trio in D minor, and the ‘cello solos 
of Mr. Cedric Sharpe, this latter being a welcome item. Miss Etty Ferguson 
showed a happy choice in her songs by British composers. 

In the evening Mr. Viadimir Rosing gave a recital, variety being lent to 
his programme by the inclusion of songs by Wagner and Schumann, which he 
sang with characteristic fervour. 

At the Wigmore Hall, Miss Marguerite Meredyl! gave a Chamber concert 
in conjunction with Miss Bessie Rawlins, and Messrs. Raymond Jeremy, and 
Emile Doehaerd. They were heard to good advantage in Mozart's Quartet in 
G minor. Miss Meredyl! herself contributed pianoforte solos by Brahms, 
Scriabin, and Debussy, displaying good technical powers, but also a tendency to 
overweight her effects. A manner less inclined to be heavy would have proved 
acceptable. 

A pleasant vocal recital was given by Miss Annabel McDonald at the 
Wigmore Hall on Wednesday week. She possesses a voice of pure quality, and 
its technical finish is very apparent. A well varied programme, including cello 
solos by M. Georges litsch, gained the appreciation of the audience

A PEACE re-union, comprising a supper and soirée, was held on Sunday, 
by the United Old Boys’ Lodge (No. 78), at Bonn's Hotel, Aldgate. Among 
the guests were Sir Stuart M. Samuel, Messrs. Basil L. ©. Henriques, Kobert 
Waley-Cohen, and H. L. Nathan. 


The loyal toasts were given by the President of the Lodge (Bro. ae 
SCHILDKRAUT), who was in the Chair. 

Bro. F. A. RENTON, in proposing “The Order,” said that it numbered 
some 8,000 members and constituted a great force for good in the Community. 
He congratulated the Ladies’ Lodge on the splendid results achieved. 


Bro. M. Casu (Grand Treasurer), in reply, said that the Order had been a 
pioneer in the work of elevating the young men in the Community. The 
Friendly Societies did an immense amount of good work, and did not require 
a Minyan of people to tell them whatto do. Loyalty, fidelity, and Lenevolence 
was their motto. 

Bro. S. E, De Haas (Past Grand President) proposed “The Lo'g:.” He 
urged the Managers of constituent clubs to join the Lodge, and hely io make it 
a large, healthy body. 

The CHAIRMAN, in responding, Said that the Lodge was celebrating its 
fifth anniversary, and was proving a great success. 

Bro. B,. A. Fersut (Grand Secretary), in proposing “the Members with 
the Forces,” said that out of a total of eighty-seven members, forty-five had 
served inthe Army, The record bore testimony of what Jews had done in

The toast of * The Visitors” was proposed '»7 Bro. D,. DUNCAN KAROTKIN, 
who mentioned the fact that Sir Stuart Samuei (the President of the Associa- 
tion of Friendly Societies) was a brother of the Order. (Cheers.) 

Sir Stuart M. SAMUEL had acordial reception. He expressed his thanks 
to the Lodge for having extended to him an invitation to that enjoyab'e func- 
tion. He recalled the fact that nearly fifty years ago he was an official cf the 
first Jewish lads’ club formed. He urged the members to play their p irt in the 
great problems that confronted the Jewish Community. The responsibility of 
the future rested with the young men, and he hoped that they would come for- 
ward and offer themselves as candidates for all kinds of work on charitable 
institutions, and take up synagogue management. The Friendly Societies were 
a great factor in the Community and were a boon to their fellow poor Jews. 

Mr. ROBERT WALEY-COHEN associated himself with the remarks of Sir 
Stuart Samuel. Mr. Cohen referred to the Communal Reorganisation Schem>, 
published in the JEwist: CHRONICLE last week, and felt sure that the Com- 
munity would carry itt(hrough. 

Mr. H. L. NATHAN said that in the early days considerable controversy had 
arisen among many club managers as to the formation of the Lodge. Those 
controversies had no validity now even if they had validity at the time. Ile 
was now an honoured member of the Lodge. 

Mr. Basic L. QO. HENRIQUES said that the East End had received far too 
much dictation from the West End. The Lodge would do great things in the 
future. 


The Queen’s Hospital for Children. 


Tue fiftieth anniversary of the Queen's Hospital for Children was cele- 
brated on Tuesday by a meeting at the Mansion House, at which the Lord 
Mayor, Sir Horace Marshall, presided. Miss Carmen Hill opened the proceed- 
ings by singing the first verse of the National Anthem; she subsequently sang 
other songs. 

The Lord Mayor spoke of the work of the Hospital during the last half 
century. He explainel how the scheme for enlarging the hospital premises, 
which had been adopted by the Committee of Management, had been interrupted 
by the War, and that it was now of necessity more extensive than when it was 
first conceived. The Hospital appealed for £50,000. He could conceive of no 
more fitting manner of expressing gratitude for the return of Peace than 
a donation to the Hospital. The Earl of Shaftesbury, President of the 
Hospital, spoke of the excellent work done by it and also by 
the Convalescent Home in Bexhill. He said that they had at the 
Hospital a waiting-hall to accommodate a thousand children and their mothers, 
making in all two thousand peop'e. Four thousand people were daily waiting 
in that hall. That fact alone spoke eloquently of the urgent need for extension 
of premises. 

The Mayor of Bethnal Green endorsed what the previous speakers had said. 
Lord William Cecil, C.V.O., Chairman of the Hospital, proposed, and Sir 
Marcus Samuel, Bart., one of the Vice-Presidents, seconded, a vote of thanks 
to the Lord Mayor for presiding.
